The Confer once Committee of the 
Houxe and Senate held tivo eeesloiM 
yoatarday on the tariff bill. The main 
hitch among the conferee^ seems to 
be on the cotton and woolen good*’ 
schedule* and that of women's hosiery 
ar.d gloves. The House lowered the du¬ 
ties on cotton and woolen goods and 
ra ised it on women*# hosiery and gloves, 
while the-Senate did the opposite. Ac- 
oordlng to reports from the Conference 
Committee Senator Aldrich tentatively 
yielded to the House some fifty or elxly 
amendments In the hill. None of them 
w-as of any Importance, however. Opin¬ 
ions of the best-posted men are that the 
Conference Committee will take at 
least a fortnight -before reaching an 
agreement.

There Is a strong impression In New 
York and Vermont that President Taft 
will offer Gov Hughes, of New York, 
the first vacancy that occurs in the 
United States Supreme Court. 


If this should be the outcome it Is 
predicted that Vigorous protests would 
be heard in both the Senate and House 
from advocates of downward revision 
Some member* went so far as to say 
that an effort would b* made to re¬ 
ject the conference reports In the 
event of "such a glaring Instance of 
upward revision.” • 

The effect of amendment* to the cot¬ 
ton and woolen schedules In the House 
was a yer>' material reduction of the 
existing duties The Senate restored 
these by a decisive vote. On the other 
hand the House advanced the rates on 
hosiery and women's gloves far above 
the duties fixed by the Dlngley law. 
and the Senate declined to accept the 
Increase.

Two Session* Held. 

Two sessions of Ihe conferees were 
held to-day The first began at 10 a. 
m.. and continued until 115 p. m A 
recess was taken for luncheon, lasting 
until 2:30 o'clock, when the afternoon 
session woe begun. It was agreed that 
these hours shall continue through the 
conference The afternoon session last¬ 
ed until nearly 6 o’clock, when an ad¬ 
journment was taken until 10 a m. 
Monday No hour has been fixed for 
the adjournment of the afternoon ses¬ 
sions nor has the question of evening 
sessions been determined.

All But One PTeeent. 

All of the conferees were present to¬ 
day except Senator Cullom. who Is not 
In the city. It Is expected that his 
place In the conference will be filled 
much of the time by 8enator Smoot. 

Amendments were considered to-day 
In their numerical order When the 
session closed for the day the confer 
ees had passed through the chemical 
and earthenware schedules, and more 
than halfway through the metal sched¬ 
ule All of the amendment* in these 
schedules, however, were not settled 
Neverthless. the conferees represent¬ 
ing both branches of Congress express¬ 
ed satisfaction with the progress made.

May Not Prove Serious Task. 

The adjustment of the difference* bo- 
tween the House and Senate will not 
prove oo serious a task aa Is indicated 
by the large number of amendments. 
More tnan 200 of the amendments con¬ 
sist of changing the phrase "as pro¬ 
vided by Section* 1 and 2 of this act," 
to read "as provided by this section." 
These change.* were made necessary by 
the action of the Senate in consolidat¬ 
ing the dutiable and free lists and mak¬ 
ing the maximum and minimum pro¬ 
vision the second section of the bin 
Nearly 300 other amendments relate to 
phraseology over which there will be 
no dispute whatever. Eliminating these, 
It is pointed out that there are less than 
400 amendments that represent oppos¬

SOME IMPORTANT CHANGES MADE BY 

THE SENATE IN THE NEW TARIFF BILL 


Rates Compared With Those of House Measure and the 
Dingley Law—Ad Valorem Changed To Specific 
Duties Id Several Items. 


Washington, July 10 .—Tb« following or© a cumber of the more important 
changes which the Senate has made in the tariff bill as passed by tho House, 
together with the rates under the existing law: 

The corporation tax has been substituted for the Inheritance tax. 

Provision U made for a tariff commission to be created by the President. 

Tho maximum and minimum provision of the House bill it so changed 
that the maximum rates become the normal, the minimum to be granted as 
a concession, thus eliminating the retaliatory* features. 

Provision is made for a special customs court. 

A material Increase Is made In the Internal revenue tax on tobacco, 
which. It is estimated, will Increase the revenue from this sourco by 19,800,000.

"Serpents” Reported Not Ai 
ways Imaginary. 


PttOBA-BLY MEMBERS OF THE

TIMES ATTACK MEN.

BIGGEST LIKELY NEVER SEEN. 


Is It th© original of th© so-called w* 
•©prsnt? Nobody can say with certainly. 
Bud prof. XTrill the eminent naturalist 
of Yale University, has declared that 
vhsn ailvo it wai undoubtedly th# largest 
animal known to exist In modern time*. 

Thrown up an th© beach not far from 
SL Augustine. Fla., th© other day. It was 
dead when found, says the Philadelphia 
Record. In fact. Jt had evidently been 
dead for quit# a while, and had been so 
knocked about by storms that nothing 
was left of It except the main trunk of 
Its body, the intorual organs and even 
the skin having disappeared. But the 
tough muscular "hull" cast up by the 
wave# was twenty-one teei long and five 
feet In diameter. It weighed six tons 
The '•hull'* in question was easily re¬ 
cognisable as th© body of a gigantic oc¬ 
topus—though th© tentacles of th© crea¬ 
ture had vanished. But those tentacles, 

f r which there had been eight, must hav© 
•*en fully 100 feet long, according to 
'rot. VerrlU's reckoning—the animal hav¬ 
ing thus a “spread" of more than 200 
Irvt! 

A fragment of the remains of the hug© 
Jftollusk is now on exhibition at the 
Smithsonian Institution in Washington. 
When it was thrown up on th© beach It 
so happened, by lucky chance, that a 
eclentttlc man. Dr WiU Webb, hod an 
opportunity to examine arid study It. 
Thus ft came about that exact measure¬ 
ment© were taken and portions of the 
Creature's anatomy preserved. It was 
f>r Webb who supplied the fragment that 
le now In the Smltlisonlan Institution. 

Octopus glgonteus is the name be¬ 
stowed by Professor Verrlll upon the 
mighty copbaloporf H© says that pre- 


-P|P*!Pi— _ay* that pre¬ 
sumably It was a dweller In the depts of 
The ocean, whe-e. doubtless, there are 
plenty more t!k© It. But tho creatures 
Tvhtch timablt th» marine ahyaeee prefer, 
at a rule, to seolude themselves therein, 
for which reeson It Is that scientists say 
that they would not bo astonished by 
anything that came out of the ocean, 
even though It were an animal corre- 
rpondlnjr in all respect* to the much- 
taJked-of aea serpent. 

It I© known that In th© depths of the 
sea there are vast numbers of cephalo¬ 
poda. many of them of great site, which 
are th© favorite prey of sperm wluUe*. 
In fact, they form th© principal diet 
of those mighty carnivorous cetaceans. 
In whose stomachs are often found th© 
nrms. or tentarie*. of gtgantl© “poulps." 
Up to the #*e©ont time, however, no 
eepha-oped any wbero nearly approaching 
In else the octopus above described ha# 
been known * 

Th© tentacle© of such a monster, each 
of them 100 feet tong, might well be mis¬ 
taken for huge serpents. Accepting Pro¬ 
fessor* Verrtlfs figures, It Is Obvious that 
no other animal wtth which wa have any 
acquaintance is comparable to It in 
dimension. One can Imagine It. during 
its lifetime, half hidden Jn som© "dnrfc. 
unfa (homed cave or ocean," gripping a 
txu-k with two or three of Its mighty ten¬ 
tacle© and extending the others like Im¬ 
mense feelers through the water Jn va¬ 
rious directions, seeking to grasp In fatal 
embrace any prey that might approach.

An octopus has eight tentacles of equal 
length radiating from Its central maa©. 
each of tf tm armed with some hundreds 
of powerful suckers. These suckers op¬ 
erate Ilk© vlouum cups, ©o ©« to take a

©Jr Is removed from them at the will of 
the animal. Thu© It cotne« about that 
when such a “devil fish" of large six© at¬ 
tacks a man. the latter has email rbanco 
to escape, unlaws by good luck he Is 
armed with a knife and can use it quick¬ 
ly Otherwise he Is druwo Into a clone 
hug by the poulp. to be turn to pieces 
ly It* parrot-like Wak and absorbed 
There is no Question of the ract that 
large cephalopoda of this genus will at¬ 
tack human being* when at. opportunity 
offers. In hi* book on “The French In 
Algiera" C'lemon* Laming writes: “The 
uoldiers wet© In the habit of bathing In 
the *©a every evening, and from time 
to time neveral of them disappeared, no 
one knew bow. Bathing was. in conse¬ 
quence. strictly forbidden—in spite of 
which several men went Into the water 
one evening. Suddenly one of them 
rcreaniod for help, and the others who 
ru*h«d to hi* rescue found that an octo¬ 
pus had ec^aed him by the log * The sol- 
ifler# killed the creature and subsequently 
lU© It for revenge." 

The female octopus makes her nest in 
any sheltered and convenient hollow In 
(he rock*. There she lays her eggs, which 
In due time hstch out young octopods. 
Being a soft-bodled animal, the poulp Is 
an easy prey to many enemies, and on 
this account It eagerly take* advantage 
of any suitable shelter. In Japanese 
waters a regular fishery for these un- 
easarit molluaks Is conducted by lower- 
g pitcher-shaped earthen pots to the 
bottom, attached at Intervals to a long 
line. Later on the cord (buoyed for the 
purpose) la nulled up. and It is not un¬ 
common to find every one of the pitchers 
occupied by a "devil fish."

Mill Girls of Massachusetts 
Have the Habit. 


FIFTY TONS OF ARTICLE USED 
IN STATE ANNUALLY. 


EFFORTS TO CHECK CONSUMP¬ 
TION PROVE FUTILE. 


HEALTH OF VICTIMS HURT. 


It was Juat a flurry In the debate In 
Congreas on the tariff bill. Just a de¬ 
sultory discussion on the snuff sched¬ 
ule. but It was enough to bring to the 
frogt again the fact that the Old Bay 
State eneoaea every time any attempt In 
made to change the duties on that par¬ 
ticular article. And there la gbod reason 
for the sneezes, for Massachusetts la 
deeply Interested in the subject, says 
the Boston Globe. 

Not lesa thun fifty tons of snuff are 
used In this State in a single year, and 
the demand Is constantly on the In¬ 
crease. Of course, there Is a reason, 
there Is always a reason for things that 
happen. 

To many the use of anuff la only'as¬ 
sociated with our very moral and high¬ 
ly respected ancestors, hut while not a 
few of the modern users "take theirs" 
after the old-time methods, the greater 
part of the product sold in MasRuchu- 
setts ©Very year Is sold to "dippers"— 
and the dippers are very largely mill 
girl©. They nr© found In every mill cen¬ 
ter In the State, and their name Is le¬ 
gion. 

On© cannot help connecting snuff 
dipping with the mountains of Georgia 
and the pin© woods of North Carolina, 
with unfortunate conditions of life, 
with Ignorance, where It Ixfcomes i>art 
nn«l parcel of the dally existence of the 
"poor whites" and women of the 
“cracker" class. How graphically writ¬ 
ers have held the mirror up to nature 
and pictured the*«' “low-down" women 
with their guunt forms, hollow* cheek© 
discolored teeth and tobacco-stained 
lips. Not a pleasing picture, bqt .Mitssu- 
chusetts. with Its Utile red schoolhnuee 
—generally painted white, however— 


on nearly every hilltop, can show a 
similar one. 

The difference is largely confined to 
the methods—nothing more. 

The Southern "cracker'* woman 
lacks refineuunt 8he was bom under 
unhappy conditions, and has never had 
a ohan>© to Improve. This shows Itself 
in her "dipping Her methods are 
coarse and primitive, and shk go©# 
about the transaction as if there were 
no chance for Improvement. Th© 
Southern "dipper" who would a-dipping 
go first gets a soft stick Then she 
chews, n.lldly, but persistently, until 
the end has been ground into some¬ 
thing like a brush. This, with a Un 
box of *..uff, completes the outfit. The 
horne-mad© swab properly dampened 
Is "wupsed" about In the snuff Un until 
a suihclcnt amount of the snuff ad¬ 
heres. Then the soggy, snuff-laden 
bruoh is poked Into the mouth, the 
gums and teeth smeared with the 
sticky pardt. After this has been done 
the stick Is relegated to its normal po¬ 
sition between the lower Jaw nnd the 
I'in-ek, Die handle protruding from the 
mouth. Then the woman l« ready to 
receive the minister or try bacon. 

It has been written, as an Illustra¬ 
tion of the democracy of these people, 
that ut a social occasion It I© not un¬ 
known for the hostess to calmly amear 
her own gum© »pd then pans her sec¬ 
ond-hand brush ind can of anuff to her 
neighbor, who u#os it. So It goes 
around until each visitor has sampled 
the donor's stock.

Can't Check Habit. 


It seems strongs at first thought tluU 
Maawuchust-ti* mill girl* should pattern 
after their Southern irlstcr* In anuff 
'•dipping." but they do. and thla, too. in 
spite of a strong senUment in opposi¬ 
tion. Efforts have been mad© at vari¬ 
ous times to check the yearly increasing 
consumption, but to little avail, other 
than to make tne uwer* more secretive 
In the habit In some places the In¬ 
fluence of the church lui* been exerted 
with the result that sales have very* 
Hci.tflblx decreased, but th** effect has. 
howevc\ been only temporary. 

The mill girls, when novlates, apply 
the stuff with a delicate brush, artd 
tlu*y are as secretive about it as a boy 
securtng hb* first shave. In eome se¬ 
cluded comer they fill the brush with 
th© powder, then gently dust the gums, 
leaving only a very limited amount of 
the powder behind—Just to try it, you 
know. 

The amount la limited, It is true, but 
It 1© enough to create In time a craving 
for doses not so homeopathic, and alto 
for more frequent and more vigorous 
application*. 

The candidate has now taken the first 
degree In "dipping" and la ready for 
advancement The method, it will be 
noticed. Is really quite an Improvt 
meat over the chewed" stick of the 1 


Southern woman. It isn't so primitive. 
It Is more artistic, more refined. H these 
words can be used In thts connection. 
Then, again, no self-respecting Bay 
Blare mill girl would go about with a 
atlck or the handle of a brush protrud¬ 
ing from her mouth. O, no, she know# 
that wouldn't be becoming. Then, 
again, she Isn't willing to admit that 
she Is a victim to the habit. 

It takes hut a short time* to be grad, 
uated Into the ©©ound degree. Very 
soon the mild exhilaration of the small 
dose© of snuff Is not sufficient. The 
demand has been created, and th© sys¬ 
tem raises Its voice for more. So the 
next grade of "dippers" Is formed, not 
by any sudden step, but by a mild gra¬ 
dation almost unnoticed. 

One common method employed by 
girla In cotton mills Is to use cotton 
ivnsie or tissue paper, formed Into the 
shape of a cornucopia. It la filled with 
amjff, and wtth a dexterity only ac¬ 
quired by practice the victim sifts the 
snuff around the gums In desired quan¬ 
tities. Other* form the waste Into a 
long roll, and, having filled It, fold It 
awu> around the Jaw. where, as Holy 
Writ has It, they "roll ft like a sweet 
morael." 

• • • 

Some Chew It. 


Perhaps the nfcxt In order are the 
snuff chewers, practically a class by < 
themselves. They simply take ordinary 
chewing gum, work it full of snuff, and 
after manipulating tne mass to suit the 
fancy, the chewer stows It away In the 
cheek like a sailor's quid. There It la 
kept for hours*, until It Is found neces¬ 
sary to replenish the stock. Pome men 
are snuff chewers, but not many, the 
habtl Is largely confined to women. 
Some girl*, however, are confirmed In 
the habit. 

There la yet a higher class—or It may 
be low©r. It all depend# on the view¬ 
point—thoac who chew raw anuff. and 
they might be called, not Inappropri¬ 
ately, snuff drunkards. They moisten 
and form a small ball of snuff which 
they tuck away In the cheek, where 
they gently masticate it. allowing the 
little rivulet* of Juice to flow Into thd, 
stomach. The moat inveterate tobacco 
chewer of the sterner sex finds that the 
effect la as powerful aa from th© use 
of the weed In the more conventional 
forma, and yet women chew in thla 
manner day In and day out. 

Snuff users find no difficulty In sup¬ 
plying their needs. In all mill cities 
and towns the drug Is kept at the 
apothecary, grocerv and notion stores, 
as well as at the tobacconists; and It Is 
kept In convenient form. too. In tin 
boxes, that retail for 5 cent* or 10 
cent*. In this trade, as In others, th- 
atorekeep©r keep# on hand the brand 
hi* customer* demand. The snuff "dip¬ 
per" generally know* wlmt she wants— 
and *he gets It. Take the Austrians. 
Bavarians, Hungarians and Italians; 


they will be satisfied with nothing but 
black French rupee; the Germans, 
Swedes and Norwegians demand. Co¬ 
penhagen. Just as Mack, but with a 
faint suggestion of ammonia; the 
Scotch girl# have no use for anything 
but Scotch, and so with the Irish and 
English. In this connection can b© 
found one reawn for tho persistence of 
the custom. Tho never-ceasing tide of 
Immigration ho* much to do with It 
These liberty hunters bring their bad 
habits with them, as well as their good 
one#. 

It lb Interesting to stand In a store In 
a mill town at the noon hour or when 
the bell announces the closing of the 
day's work Soon the snuff dippers be¬ 
gin to arrive, singly, by two® or In Untie 
groups, anno with brax'n effrontery, 
outers with won face# and tired Hmbs 
There are girls that look scarcely 16; 
there are women of 60. They have one 
common purpose—to bug anuff. The 
clerk know* them SeldfTn 1* It neces¬ 
sary to say a word. They deposit their 
money and receive In return what they 
wont. The younger customers get their 
supply through older friends, and by 
the time they are old enough to pur¬ 
chase their own supply they are well- 
known.

Have Favorite Brands. 


"Dipper©" develop a fine taste In the 
selection of tbdr favorite brand, and 
woe comes to tho storekeeper who for 
any reason changes the line of goods 
hd Is regularly supplying There is no 
sunshine left in life for him. He runs 
the risk of losing his entire trade be¬ 
side* being “Jawed" by scores of irate 
mill girls, after tho manner of tliolr 
kind. 

How much money Is spent for snuff 
In Massachusetts every year, largely by 
mill girls? That is not a difficult math¬ 
ematical problem. There aro fifty ton* 
or more used each year. It la sold 
largely In ounce package* that retail 
[0 cenl© Figure It out. and this 
money 1st ©pent by a class of people 
whose waj^*> are never high 

There I# still another aide to 
question. How do©* It affect th© phy 
#1 cji 1 and mental being? A physician 
In a large mill city who number* among 
Ida patients scores of these unfortu¬ 
nates. says: 

“Th© pathological effect® of this per¬ 
nicious habit are moat sorlou*. espe¬ 
cially so to girl# In their teens. The 
outward sign* are not particularly no¬ 
ticeable In modernt© dippers, but In 
confirmed users n redness of tho eye¬ 
lid*. a dullneso of the pupil of the eye 
rr. In other words, a bleary appearance, 
a muddy skin and sn Inflammation 
about the nos© ar©. one or moro of 
th©m, always apparent. 

"In general, the use of snuff give# a 
low, nervous tone to the whole system, 
and leaves the victim more liable to 


take disease and less able to battle 
against It when once atrickeu down. 

"Snuff dippers, that Is. Inveterate 
users, are always sufferer* from ca¬ 
tarrh. Troubles of the heart, dyspep¬ 
sia and other stomachic disorders, dis¬ 
eases of the throat nnd nervous com¬ 
plaints can all be directly traced to 
th© us© of anuff. To one predisposed to 
heart trouble, death may come at any 
moment. The evil effects of this “Vice 
cannot be set forth too strongly." 

"If these evil effects were fully ex¬ 
plained to th© girls, could they not bo 
induce^ to break off the habit T'

TNDIAN STUDENT DECLARES

REGARDS ENGLISH AS OP PRES 
SORS OF HIS PEOPLE. 


WILL NOT EMPLOY COUNSEL 


London. July 10.—Madarlal Dhknagrl, 
the Indian student who shot and killed 
Lieut. Col. Sir William Putt Curson 
WylUe and Dr. Cawas I^Ucaca, was to 
day committed for trial at the Old 
Bailey for ruunler. The prosecution 
offered documenu containing the pris< 
oner'g handwriting tending to show 
that the crime was long premeditated 
and In rtvenge for alleged wrongs to 
India The prisoner. In u statement 
said: 

*T do not wish to say anything in 
defense Of myseif, but simply to prove 
the Juetloe of my deed. As for myself 
I do not think that an English law 
court has any authority to arrest and 
detain me in prison or :o pass on me a 
sentence of death. That is the rea*o~ 
why I have not employed counsel. 

•’I maintain that If It la patriotic 
for Englishmen to fight agaitut the 
Germans, it they oocupy this country, 
then It is much more Justifiable and 
more patriotic In my case to fight 
against the English. I hold that the 
English people are responsible for the 
murder of 80.000,000 of my countrymen 
during the last fifty years, and that 
they are aiso responsible for the taking 
from India of 100.000,000 pounds every 
year from India to this country.'* 

*'I also hold that they are responsi¬ 
ble for the hanging and deportation of 
my patriotic countrymen who do Just 
what the English here are advising 
their countrymen to do. If the Gor¬ 
mans have got no right to occupy this 
country, then the English have no right 
to occupy India, arid it is perfectly 
justifiable on our part to kill any Eng¬ 
lishman who is polluting our sacred 
land.” 

After expressing surprise at the 
•'hypocrisy with wrhlch the English are 
posing aa chain pious of the oppressed 
in the Congo and in Russia,” Madarlal 
continued: 

"In case this country is occupied by 
the Gormans and tf an Englishman, an¬ 
gered at seeing the Germans walking 
about with the insolence of conquerera. 
In the streets of London, kills one or 
twol Germans and Is upheld as a pa¬ 
triot. then certainly I am a patriot, too, 
in working for the emancipation of ray 
motherland. 

"I make this statement not for tho 
purpose of pleading fer inercy or any¬ 
thing of the kind. I wish the English 
would sentence me to death, for In that 
case the vengeance of my countrymen 
will be all the keener I put forward 
this statement to show the Justice of 
my cause to the outside world, especlal- 
^ td our sympathisers In America £nd 
rmany.” _

Corydon, Ind . July 10.—[Special, j—On 
July 9. 1863. Just forty-six years ago 

yesterday, Gen George John Morgan with 
his army of about 4.000 men made hi* 
advent upon Corydon. The militia of 
Harrison county, numbering about 800 
men, gave Morgan and his men a warm 
reception. At the last stand of Lh* militia, 
Col. Jacob Fere© was fatally wounded 
and died shortly afterward from the ef¬ 
fects of the wound he received. Eight 
Confederates were known to have been 
killed and thirty-two wounded. Three 
Union men were killed and several 
wounded- 

All the staff officers of the militia are 
dead, except MaJ. J. F Ffrlinmen. Every 
captain Is dead and three-fourths of all 
who participated In the engagement have 
pushed away. 

On the fiftieth anniversary of the bat¬ 
tle. July 9. 1913, It Is arranged to have 
a reunion of the Survivors. 

The following resolution was adopted 
by the bar on the death of Col. Force: 

• Whereas, the late associate of this 
bar. Col Jacob Ferree. has died since 
our last term from the effects of a wound 
received at the battle of Corydon on the 
9th day of July. 1863, In gallantly resist¬ 
ing the Rebel guerillas, under the no¬ 
torious Gen. Morgan, that the court and 
bar highly appreciate the gallantry and 
patriotism of our venerable associate on 
the bench In leaving his home at his ad¬ 
vanced age and exposing himself In the 
front ranks in the defense of our State at 
Corydon, Ind.. where h© bravely fought 
until shot down by the Rebel Invaders.

REICHSTAG FINALLY 
COMPLETES FINANCE BILLS. 


After Eight Month*’ Work the Re¬ 
forms Legislation Is Far From 
What Government Desired. 


Berlin. July 10.—The Reichstag fin¬ 
ished the finance reform legislation this 
evening. It Is eight months since the 
measure* were first Introduced, but the 
various bills, hove been so remodeled 
and so many substitutions have been 
made that the completed legislation re 
semhles but little of the Government’s 
original proposals 
The scheme finally adopted consists 
of higher raxes on beer, tobacco and 
brandy, higher duties on coffee, effer¬ 
vescent wines, cordials and tea. The 
duty on tea has been quadrupled. The 
House also adopted a stamp tax on 
cheeks, stubs for the renewal of divi¬ 
dends and coupon sheets a* well as a 
higher stunvp tax for Issucb of new 
stocks and bonds which will affect 
foreign securities. A tax on transfers 
of real estate was also adopted, with 
a resolution requiring that a bill be In 
troduced by April J, 19U, for taxing 
the unearned increment In land values 
The National Liberals, Radicals and 
Socialists voted aealnst all the bills.

ADMITS HisK GUILT 


IN EFFORT TO SAVE HFR HUS 
BAND'S LIFE. 

Mra. Boyalian, On Stand At Detroit, 
Confesses Relations With Mur¬ 
dered Nephew. 


Detroit. Mich., July 10 —Mr*. Ethel 
Boyujian. testifying to-day In behalf of 
her husband. Dr. G. K. BoyuJIun, on 
trial for tnurdi*r, told the story of her 
relations with Hurotoon Gostaninn, her 
husband's nephew, which Dr. Boyaj- 
lan'a attorney* contend, so unsettled hla 
mind that ho wa* Irresponsible when 
he shot and killed Gostanian in Police 
Court here, April 30.

STATE MAY BUY LAND ADJOIN 
INQ CAPITOL GROUNDS. 


WON'T GIVE WAY FOR STREET. 


Frankfort. Ky., July 10 .—{Special.]— 
The people of Owen count) are now 
raising a fund of $5*.0o0 cash which 
will be given as & bonus to the pro- 

gfosed interurbtn aHlwwy that is to 
run through that county from Louis - 
vlllo on up to Maysvllle through 

Grant. Pendleton and Fleming coun¬ 
ties. Thft Is the road that is being 
promoted by n banker of Grant county 
The peopL* of Owen are anxious to 
fcet a good freight and passenger out* 
let and will help liberally to get suen 
a railroad. They are not particularly 
fascinated with the Blackburn railroad 
fccherne. but they want a road and are 
drilling to accept the beat proposition 
fhat Is offered them. 

One of Frankfort’s leading citizens 
traveled all over Owen county last 
•week on a spooking trip and talked to 
a number of the leading men In each 
community about this railroad propo¬ 
sition and he says that the majority 
of the poop jo over there had rather 
have an Inlerurban line to Frankfort 
*h*n In any other direction, for it 
■would be more convenient for them. It 
9s only tw«nty~'flv« miles from Owen- 
ton to Frankfort and when the Owen- 
ton people *reach Frankfort they win 
have the advantage of •]*- - low rates ot 
frelaht transportation that Frankfort 
enjoys by rail and by river and aiso 
the advantage of passenger transpor¬ 
tation In all directions. An electric 
lino to owenton would help Frankfort 
more than any other Jnterurban line, 
and It would heln Owenton and Owen 
counties more than any other line they 
Could get. 

It 1* likely the Frankfort Business 
Man’s Chfb will discuss this situation

State May Buy Land. 

By reason of the refusal of the Cap¬ 
itol Contmtaslon to cede a strip of

Falling Vo get the narrow strip of 
land whic^ was asked fm m the State 
Jn exchange for other property. squar¬ 
ing the StateHne, the Capitol Com¬ 
mission having refused th#> request of 
the realty company, the company will 
be forced to open a street extending 
from Short street Instead of from 
Bhelbv street. This meins that houses 
will be buJlt on both sides of the street 
and that those houses on the east side 
of the new street will back up to the 
new Capitol and the view from the 
new building will b* of the bark prem¬ 
ise* of the resident* of the new suburb. 

It la said that the Capitol ^ommin- 
edon Intends ultimately to buv the 
land which now adjoins th»* Capitol 
grounds, but cannot do this until the 
Legislature has made an appropriation 
for the purpose. The Attorney Gen¬ 
eral was asked for an opinion as to 
whether or not the money Already ap¬ 
propriated could be used to buy th*» 
land and said that the money, being 
appropriated for a specific purpose, 
could not be used for any other. So 
ah** commission has no monev wirh 
which to buy the land, yet does not 
want* to see the land opened up for 
building purposes.

There are between 135 and 200 of 
these old volumes which badly need re¬ 
binding.

Mr Pearsons will give the 
remainder of his once considerable for¬ 
tune to Chicago Institutions hcfofe his 
next birthday Mr. Pearsons does not 
approve of trusteeships and explains 
that he VIP gtvk away the baTanee nf 
blh* fortune because he wishes to be 
his own executor. He does not believe 
that an administrator, hoover scrupu 
Km.*. can spend /mother \Jan ^ money 
with the same wisdom he would dis¬ 
play In dispensing of his o-Xn. 

Many colleges and philanthropic In¬ 
stitutions have benefited by Mr. Pear¬ 
sons* bounty In the last quarter of a 
cbntury Mr. Pearsons does not hlm- 
seff know how much money he has 
given to the colleges of the country, 
but It la reputed to be more than 
24 000.000. Each institution has been 
carefully investigated and in on in- 
si.nee has this mo*l prodigal of givers 
contributed a cent where he did floi 
believe that the college or hospital was 
worthy; He believes that phllnnth.opy 
Is g science gnd he want* to see his 
final gifts go wherb they will do the 
mast good. Hence he Intends to spend 
It himself. 


Giving Money While He Lives. 

**I am giving this money while I 
live," he suld recently, “because I de- 
tdr* to Le my own executor I have 
be*n the administrator of a number 
of estates in my time, and I have never 
felt that such a,trust can be satlsfac 
torlly executed 

‘ Where a man desires to restore the 
fortune he has accumulated to the pub¬ 
lic. let him do it himself, say 1 » 1 
befievc that to bgythe duty of men of 
wealth. It is a dut£ which many might 
naturally like to shirk because It en¬ 
tails no end of trouble, but It is a duty 
which they should not shift to some¬ 
one else after they are dead. 

**I have always Intended to die a poor 
man—at least that has been my pur¬ 
pose for a quarter of a century* I have 
quite definite Ideas as to how* my money 
should be invested for the public bene¬ 
fit Why. then, should I not assume 
the responsibility of making the in¬ 
vestment? That Is Just what I am 
•tart Ing to do now

“I am no longer a young man I 
shall be 1*0 my next birthday, whlcff 
falls In April. I want to dispose of my 
remaining holding* and round out a 
gift of a million dollars to Chicago 
while my bnun Is still vigorous and un¬ 
clouded. That's why 1 have decided to 
make nw fln.il bow as a philanthropist 
on my 8$th birthday.*’ 

Mr. Pearsons already has begun the 
final distribution of his wealth On 
July 6 Huron College, of Huron.

Age has left few marks upon Mr 
Pearsons His walk Is brisk, his man¬ 
ner alert and when ho speaks his mind 
works w ith absolute precision He dis¬ 
cussed the motive which has Impelled 
him to devote most of his thoughts 
and time during the las? twenty-five 
years In giving away vast suing of 
money to the c&ute of education. II#* Is 
a Vermonter by Mrth; In the South 
they call him “the go>d Yankee abol¬ 
itionist;** and it I* because he be¬ 
lieves Implicitly in the future of de¬ 
mocracy In this country that he has 
given hi* money to help bring it about 
hrough education 

* You want to know what Impelled 
n.e to get about giving away my for¬ 
tune?” Mr Pearsons asked “Well. 
I've been a hunter after poverty all 
my life and It isn’t hard to find even 
In America. I have wanted to gtve 
young men the advantages of education 


because they need It and because the 
couhtry needs educated young men.

Small Colleges Beneficiaries. 

“Most of my gift* have been made 
to small colleges in poor or sparsely 
sett led region*. Eleven of the colleges 
which have been benefited are situated 
In the South, and I may say that I 
have gotten more satisfaction out of 
those gift* than out of any of the oth¬ 
ers. Three Hire on the Pacific coast 
States and five are in New States. 

'I have selected the wilderness b«* 
cause tt 1* Just in the wilderness that 
education Is most needed and yields 
the richest returns op a small Invest 
ment. I have Investigated the country 
adjacent to all of these colleges before 
giving anything and satisfied myself 
that the need for assistance was gen¬ 
uine. It has been my aim to place 
a liberal education within the reach of 
joor Ik>v« and girls One college, for 
Instance, was enabled to reduce the 
cost of a year's tuition to 1150 
* “And. take the situation in th»* 
South,** he continued. “There was a 
small college at Guilford. N. C. It wa*. 
founded more than 100 years ago by 
Quakers, who supported tt loyally, but 
who were sorely handicapped by the 
chronic lack of funds. In the ante¬ 
bellum days this Institution stanehly 
opposed slavery, and It has educated 
some of the Wrongest men In the coun¬ 
try. This Institution with money at Its 
command Is now doing n noble work 
for the cause of enlightenment In the 
Soyth Another college which has In¬ 
terested me Is Berra tToIlege In Ken¬ 
tucky. The students who come there 
are largely the sons of the poor moun¬ 
taineers of that region, and 2100 suf¬ 
fices for all their expenses for a yeas/'

Mr. Pearsons gives the credit for his 
philanthropic interests largely to his 
wife, who died three years ago. "It 
was her Idea.” he said. “She was a 
keen business woman and she wanted 
what money we had to be spent as 
wisely as possible. Therefore, we be¬ 
gan a systematic study of the regions 
which seemed to be m^st In need of 
better facilities for the making of citi¬ 
zenship.” 

Mr. Pearsons returned to Chicago 
from California In May. At that time 
he was 1500,000 behind in his dona¬ 
tions and began to dispore of his hold¬ 
ings here. Ever since that time he has 
been quietly selling his real estate and 
disposing of his other property in or¬ 
der to carry out his Intentions of giving 
away the remainder of his fortune. 

Mr. Pearsons does not pose as a phi¬ 
lanthropist. “I haven't a particle of 
benevolence in me." he said. *T am 
the most economical. <*1ose-fisted man 
you ever set your eyes on. I don't think 
1 over foolishly spe^t $20 in my life. I 
never went to a theater but once, and 
then X was ashamed of myself. 1 
never went td a basebAll game or to a 
horse race, or to one nf those football 
games that students all over the coun¬ 
try are making consummate fools of 
themselves about. No. I am a thrifty 
and frugal old man.”

Quit Business In 1887. 


Dr. Pearsons retired from business In 
12*7. He traveled extensively In the 
United States and Europe. Always h*' 
insisted that his beneficiary among the 
colleges should have a religious denom¬ 
ination back of it, though he did not 
belong to a church and was not a sec¬ 
tarian. 

Mr. Pearsons Is a Yankee of Yankees 
and proud nf the fact. Bom In Brad¬ 
ford. Vt.. April 14. 1520. he grew up 
among the granite hills In poverty, 
ambitious for wealth, frugal, tndustrl- I 
ous and shrewd. Hts *arly rtfo was full | 
of hard work, hut from the country ! 
schools he -obtained education enough 
of the academic kind to become a school 1 
teacher at the Age of 10 years. At the . 
age of 21 he-entered a medical school ! 
at Woodstock. Vt., which his since be¬ 
come the medical school of Dartmouth 
College. After graduation he settled 
down to practice medicine at Chicopee. 
Maas., where he remained for fifteen 
years. . 

In 185T Dr. Pearsons removed to Og|»» 
county. Illinois, where for three years 
he was a farmer. In 1560, at the age 
of 40. he and his wife—he was married 
early In life to Miss Marietta Chapin, 
of Massachusetts—came to Chicago to 
live, and with 25.000 capital h<* began 
his career of money-making whLMi re¬ 
sulted In the acquisition of mllUohs.

Ren] Estate Dealer. 

Mr. Prareons began business aa a 
real estate dealer. By telling strlctty 
the truth about Ignd he had for sale 
und handling only desirable farms, he 
became famous throughout the State. 
By 1570 he hafi accumulated a fortune. 
In Chicago afreet railways and other 
enterprise* ho had heavy- Interests and 
at one time was considered one of the 
greatest capitalists of the city. Michi¬ 
gan timber lands and Chicago real es¬ 
tate became his favorite Investments 
dnd at one time he owned 16,000 acres 
of timber and ov*r 100 houses and 
stores on Chicago’^North Side. 

In 1575 Dr. Pearsons entered politic*. 
He was elected Alderman from the 
First ward. Political life was little to 
his taste, however, and he retired from 
the Council In 1676. 

For many years the home of Dr. 
Pearsons has been at Hinsdale. 111. No 
children were bom to him and Mrs. 
Pearsons.

ANALYSIS OF STOMACH IS TO 
BE MADE. 


HAD A PREMONITION OF END. 


Edwin Parrlah Hopkln*. formerly 
superintendent of the local branch of 
the Bradstreet. Mercantile Agency, 
died at 7:J10 o’clock yeaterday morning 
In a Pullman coach on the Pennsylva¬ 
nia rallroud, nhortly after thq train 
reached the Tenth-street station from 
Chicago. 

After a post-mortem examination 
held at Bax'* undertaking establish¬ 
ment, tho ooroner.

Thursday night Mr Hopkln* went to 
Chicago to consider a position offered* 
him there and ha was expected to re¬ 
turn to Louisville yesterday morning 
unless he decided to remain and start 
to work. 

When the train left Chicago at ft:50 
o’clock Friday night he told the con¬ 
ductor he wa* nut feeling welL Mr. 
Hopkln* retired, but later in the night 
Seemed resiles* and beran to walk the 
aisle. When tho train reached Louis¬ 
ville yesterday mofTilng Mr. Hopkins 
was found seriously III In the smoking 
roum by the colored porter.

Wife Notified. 

Mr. Hopkins’ 
wife, was called over the telephone and 
was told that her husband wa* very 
111 at the station. She In turn notified 
Dr. David C. Morton and hurried to her 
husband When she reached him he 
vs a* apparently unconscious and Mrs 
Hopkln* was advised to return to ber 
home In the Majestic apartment*, at 
414 West S*t Catherine street, and 
arrange to bav* Mr. Hopkins removed 
thofe Dr Mortal! found the man 
d«‘ud when he arrived and Mrs. Hop¬ 
kins was Immediately notified. 

The body wns removed to Bax's un¬ 
dertaking establishment, where an au¬ 
topsy was held yesterday afternoon. 
Although the Coroner found that death 
wa* due to cerebral congestion, the 
content* of the stomach will be an¬ 
alysed by Ah Interne at the city hos¬ 
pital to remove all doubt a* to the 
cause of dea-th. 

Mr Hopkins was 35 year* of age 
and was a native of Syracuse. N. Y. 
He had been employed by the Brad- 
street company for more than fifteen 
year*.

The history of stereotyping is e cu¬ 
rious record of conservatism. The first 
practicable form of styreotyping wa# 
Invented in Edinburg by William Oed. 
a goldsmith, but after his death the 
Invention was dormant until Its revival 
In 1806 by Earl Stanhope In London 
This was the clay process, by which 
only fiat plate* could be made. In 1656 
the papler-niorhlo process, now used by 
ail newspapers, ww Introduced in the 
London Times by the Brothers Della- 
gxna. who came from Swttxerkuid. 
They cast each column separately, giv¬ 
ing each the necessary curve. 

Prior to the Dellugana Invention, the 
newspapers werr printed direct from 
type form*. t»h*e typ* being arranged In 
Curves In turtle or curved boxes around 
cylinders. Only one copy of a paper 
could be printed at a time, so long ost 
type wa* uoed. but when curved stereo¬ 
typing was Invented. It became possi¬ 
ble to reproduce a newspaper many 
times, enabling many copies to be print-1

No necessity would exist for send 
Ing bacteriology* around to Mr. Rock¬ 
efeller's oil tanks to mak*> tuberculin 
teste, or to search for germs of anf' 
kind. Goal oil is sure death to bacilli 
and powerfully repugnant to all forms 
of Inaoct life. From a veterinary view¬ 
point kerosone butter would be tbor 
oughty safe and sooo. Pcrasveringly 
eaten for about the iflme length of time 
Mr Rockefeller has attended Sunday- 
school—a matter of flfty-slx year#—- 
everybody might begin to like It and 
in rural ltotisohohla Micro would cease to 
be anxiety as to whether tho cows had 
come borne. 

Jjl may be that In tills philanthropic 
scheme some thought has l»eon given 
to lhe svonluat emancipation of the 
long-eufforing cow. Doubtless in ob¬ 
serving tho habits of this animal on the 
Focantioo hill# or art anno one of his 
several farms, Mr. Rockeftdlrr has not- 
ed^n the cow a klr.Jrod spirit of pa¬ 
th :rt gentleness, like unto bis ovu when 
he is "keeping the good and forgetting 
tho wrong." Having aided in the eman¬ 
cipation of tho horee by furnishing 
gasoline and axle grease for tha auto¬ 
mobile, what more natural than that be 
shout J desire to do something for th- 
ultimate happiness of the not leas de¬ 
serving cow?

A Sad Story. 

Was It not Thackeray who wrota, 
with that sub-acid flavor which so 
welt became one of the most genial 
and generous of soul#. "Literature la 
held in such honor in England that 
there I# a #um of nror twelve hundred 
pound# per annum set aside to pension 
deserving persons following that pro¬ 
fession T* Athat time, when he had 
but lately battled through a gloomy, 
heart-breaking experience: when fam¬ 
ily and financial troubles dogged his 
every footstep and 1 he was branded as 
a cynic and scoffed at as a critic who 
bed failed In hts porfes$lon. it can 
scarcely have occurred t 6 hi# splendid 
Intellect that the grandchildren of hla 
nearest rival would bo dependent on a 
miserable pittance doled out from the 
fund he had derided. 

Charles Dickens wa# then at the very 
zenith of a fame that was never in 
eclipse; with the "Pickwick Papers." 
following a less conspicuous success 
achieved by the "Sketches by Box," he 
at once opened np a vein of pay ore; 
he reached at a bound an imfnense and 
insatiable audience, and never for one 
moment was the purely commerclu! 
aide of Ills gculue other thin extremely 
remunerative. Whether with the 
"Christmas Stories" or the excursions 
Into foreign fields; whether with such 
pseudo-historical romances ns "A Tale 
of Two Cltle#" and "Bamaby Budge;" 
whether with such purely British fan¬ 
tasies aa "The Old Curiosity Shop" and 
"Nicholas Nlckleby;" whether he be¬ 
came Intimate and autobiographical as 
In "David Copperfield" or strangely and 
weirdly Involved as In "The Mystery 
of Edwin Dmod." the golden tide was 
ever at flood. And how gloriously and 
graciously ho smiled on prosperity; 
with what a gusto did be come Into 
possession pt Gads HIM. sacred to the 
craven memory of Sir John Falstaff. 
and looking down upon those glades 
where Mr Winkle, P. C, went a-hunt- 
Ing, and tho "shabby, genteel gentle- 
man.’Vhy tbo name of Tingle, grew 
maudlin and reminiscent. Though he 
played all the changes on a sentimen¬ 
tality surcharged and artificial; though 
he loved to Indulge a sort of declam¬ 
atory display of sympathy, Dickens 
never felt "the penalty of Adam." He 
had all thq exuberance of Dumas; a \1 
the high spirits and ftclf-rtlianee to 
getber with not a little of the bombast 
of one df hie heroes. And he has left 
a body of work Incomparable, unap¬ 
proachable and supremely British; 
more local than Burns, more national 
than Wordsworth. 

Forster has told us of that active, 
ample life; that open, sympathetic 
heart never willing to * "narrow the 
world to his neighbor's gate," and h« 
has told us. too, of the prises lavished 
by fortune. But that was all but forty 
years ago. Much has happened since, 
copyrights have expire'* and literary 
fashions have changed, and yet on., is 
startled and distressed nt the need for 
any action by the British Government, 
no les# thin the niggardliness of the 
pittance of $2.60 a week each granted 
to four grand-daughters of the author 
"in recognition of tho literary emi¬ 
nence of their grandfather and In con¬ 
sideration of their etrattened clrvum- 
9 taces." Five hundred dollars a yo*r 
Is, nevertheless, an appreciable Inroad 
on that scanty fund of six thousand 
which is genius* sole sheet anchor In the 
day of distress. 

About a quarter of a century ago 
Charles Dickens, the younger, some¬ 
time editor of "All the Year ’Round." 
made quite a name for himself with 
some timely dictionaries or hand¬ 
books to London. Pari# and tho 
Thame*; they possessed a ehatty, an¬ 
tiquarian flavor that was very happy 
and quite dl#tlnct from the stereotyped 
Murray or Baedeker; another #on. 
Henry Folding, was recorder of Rye 
and later became King's Counsel, or 
took silk as the phrase goes; a third, 
Alfred Tennyson, wa* a Judg© in Aus¬ 
tralia and all seemed comfortably well- 
to-do. 

And, therefore, this pitiable rev¬ 
elation. this apparent return to that 
Improvidence which clouded the au. 
It hot's youth, this reliance on a grudg¬ 
ing State benevolence #come# a# a 
shock, the more poignant and present 
for the great lov© and reverence one 
bears a nobt© memory. "The love, the 


The New Jersey Mosquito. 

The New Jersey mosquito is famous 
In song and story. Most of us have 
been rolling about him since our read¬ 
ing days began. The Ohio River mos¬ 
quito occasionally make# hi* presence 
felt, but he has never accomplished 
any feats like unto those of hi# breth¬ 
ren of the Jersey marshes. 

A dispatch from Millville. N. J.. re¬ 
cite# that mosquitoes aro so thick there 
that business practically has been sus¬ 
pended. Two hundred men at work ln 
a gloss factory were driven out by the 
Insects and freight brakemen on the 
Maurice River railroad were put to 
flight. The dlsyatch goes on to say: 

"There w»ro times to-dsy when the 
pest* were so thick In this town that the 
aun was obscured. Smudges’ or smwke 
fires are going in all sections. Horses 
end cows have been corralled in the barn- 
yards and 'smudges’ ere kept burning on 
tne windward side of the tnclosures so the 
smoke will prevspt the Insect* toting the 
animals alive. 

"Tho local supply of netting has been 
exhausted and hurry otder* for more 
!i*v» bwn sent by wdro to Catuden and 
Philadelphia. Not In years have the mo*, 
qultoc* been so numerous or so blood¬ 
thirsty. Fur two hours after ibe swarm 
invaded the glass factory the 106 men 
tried to tight It oil. Finally the mos¬ 
quitoes became so thick the tortured men 
could not see the melting pots or the 
glase at the end of the blowpipe* .It also 
was discovered that much of the glass 
blown was so full of the Insect# th^t it 
was unmarketable." 

Evidently this ferocious variety of in¬ 
sect Is worse that & Missouri buffalo 
gnat and almost a# fearsome as a Texas 
tarantula. The old and oft-told at oty 
of tho Now Jersey mosquitoes that 
bored holes in cast-iron kettles and 
flew away with them may not have been 
so great an exaggeration after all. No 
wonder tho supply of nettmg ha* run 
short. Probably tho mosquitoes have 
eaten It ln their rage for pabulum or 
have carried It oft to tho swamps and 
*re using it for haromocka It Is diffi¬ 
cult to imagine how anything short of 
barbed wire netting could prevail 
against such birds of prey. Indeed they 
aeem equal to the feat performed by 
the vulture of protection, which was 
pictured in tbo Senate recently as fly¬ 
ing over hill and dale with the Ameri¬ 
can farmer hanging from Jts talons by 
the slack of hi* trousersr 

Glass factories certainly win not be 
able to operate at a profit, if at all. 
undor tho conditions described ln the 
Millville dispatch. Workmen are not 
able to supply themselves with coats of 
mall, and If they were their usefulness 
WSUkKbt greatly Impaired. To un¬ 
dertake to fight the mosquitoes off with 
club* would leave them little time for 
any thing. j»Lac Tha workman wmifa by 
exhausted and tho day would be gone 
before the day's appointed task was 
fairly begun. 

It Is a menacing situation where 
flocks of mosquitoes obscure the light 
of the sun; where great Industrie* are 
tied up; where tbs laboring man's life 
is In dangur and wber# rows and horses 
am eaten olive unless protected by 
"smudge fires." No one outside of a 
*oullea* beef trust can look com¬ 
placently upon such threatened de¬ 
struction of American cattle. "Smudge 
Urns" are at be*t a temporary relief, 
and how long will the fuel supply last 
under the enormous drain* that will be 
required to protect maxi and beast from 
such a mad. mil Mon-footed mob of mos¬ 
quitoes? 

The New Jersey health officials. It Is 
presumed, are not only powerless, but 
paralyzed. Ordinary methods of ex¬ 
terminating ordinary pests aro of no 
ax-all. AM ths coal oil In Mr. Rocke¬ 
feller’s tanks wouldn’t suffice to cleanse 
the cranberry bogs of New Jersey. In 
fact. It Is suspected that the New Jer¬ 
sey brand of mosquito flourishes and 
grows fat on a diet of, kerosene snd 
that nothing leas powerful than dyna¬ 
mite it too strong for his digdstlon. It 
Is unquestionably & cate that demands 
Federal Intervention. The National 
Health Department should hurry over 
to Millville and should take the Red 
Cross and the entire hospital service 
along with it. Thero should bo no 
hqlf-way measures of relief end If the 
aid of the army and navy Is required 
tht£ should bo promptly called Into 
action.

GRADUATE AT FOURTEEN. 


.[Kansas City Star.) 

Norbert Wiener, who has been called 
"th# brightest boy in the world," and 
who undoubtedly Is the mental prodigy of 
tho generation, has Just been graduated 
at Tufts College, ln Massachusetts, at 
the age of 14- Ho completed the regular 
four-year academic course in thro# year#, 
and In so doing covered a* much wotk 
as th# average candidate for the degree 
of doctor of philosophy. He exp#cu to 
tako his doctor’s degree at Harvard when 
he Is 17—an ago when few students hove 
reached the struggle with the entrance 
examination—and then h# will go to Eu¬ 
rope to be polished off In th# literature 
of France and Germany, the only subject# 
which he purposely has neglected so far. 

This remarkable boy was born at Co¬ 
lumbia, Mo., on November M. 18J4. He 
could repeat th# alphabet at 18 months, 
could read and writ# at 9 years, and at 
the age of 8 he was ready for college In 
mathematics, philosophy and the sciences. 
After donning short trouser# It required 
less than three yeys of schooling for 
him to prepare for college. Boys seldom 
do this In les sthan ten or eleven years; 
usually It requires an even dozen, and 
often longer. When young Wiener enter- 
#d Tufts in 1304 he was for In advance of 
the freshman class In mathematics, and 
In philosophy tt was found neceasany to 
put Mm In a class by hlms«lf. IT* had 
read Darwin, Huxley. Spencer. Haeckel 
and many other savants of glxnt Intel 
!#et. He has added Kant. Ltebnlu and 
Spinoza to Ills Intfiput#*^ has read Sopho¬ 
cles. Herodotus, Homer ami Aeschylus 
In Greek; l>a# mused with the Latin poets 
that we all know through translations 
while In science and mathematics this 
wonderful student has accomplished what 
would be considered creditable for a man 
of » who wn» d?voff>d to those subjects 
alone. He will continue his higher work 
in mathematics and scIsqoc ln the Har¬ 
vard Graduate School. 

Norbert Wiener's mother was a Mis¬ 
souri girl. His father, a Russian, Is an 
Instructor in the Slavic Isnguagcs at Har 
vard. Apart from th# fact that his ca¬ 
pacity for learning Is phenomenal, the 
lad is like other boys of his age. He has 
a good physical, development and he Is 
an unusUnlly good swimmer. He dccalrro 
that ho studies beraugp he likes to. Ho 
has not found time to Invent a philosophy 
of his own. h# say*, but confesses that 
he ho# not yet come upon on# in his 
readings that exactly suited him. Hr 
chooses mathematics snd biology as his 
favorite sluldes. and philosophy he calls 
"hi# fairylandv" This normally abnormal 
youngster looks llko other boys, except 
for his black, biasing eyes, whluh are <U 
most uncanny ln their power.

Description of Fire Diva. 

To gain an undetwtandlng of what 
brought forth those remivrk** it L* nec¬ 
essary to give a brief description of 
Mr. Nortn's fire dive 

Mr. Norin, standing on a platform 
half way up his 100 -foot tower, clothe* 
himself In Inflammable apparel, sat- 
ur*t#*d with kerosenr oil. At hi* signal 
attendant* below cast several gallon* 
of gasolene over the surface of th© 
water In the diving tank, which Ls 10 x 
16 feet and three feet deep.

a careful examination of the tree. The 
beetle has attacked the tree und is at 
work on the foliage, but the elm Is so 
constituted that it can stand tho ravages 
for eeveml years. It Is an American elm. 
and. according to Mr. Chamberlain, can 
withstand tho pest better than the Eng¬ 
lish elms that are beginning to die here. 

Mr Chamberlain says the Insect ls eas¬ 
ily destroyed by spraying or gathering up 
tho pupa* which may be round in 
crevlres of the bark and on the ground 
under tho tree. The beetle works upon 
the loaves and thus destroys the lungs 
of the tree. The Insect was Imported from 
England, in this locality three broods 
aro produced each season.

S1REET AND PARK PKKACH1NG HAS 

SUPPLANTED THE TENT CAMPAIGNS 


Carried On at Much Less Expense, and Many More People 

Are Reached. 


A plan for street and park preach¬ 
ing services that is fairly new Is suc¬ 
ceeding to such an extent this summer 
that It has quite supplanted the tentoam- 
palgns. it Is only a few years el nee gen¬ 
eral outdoor campaigns were carried on 
In summer in American cities after the 
systematic manner that haa long ob¬ 
tained In English cities. It was thought 
essential to pitch tents at vacant street 
corners, and to provide them with floor, 
light and seats. The expense for such 
equipment ran into the thousands, the 
New York campaign coming to de¬ 
mand $40,000 a season. Not only were 
the tents expensive to maintain In 
summer, but the loss upon them each 
winter was tremendous, for much of 
the outfit had annually to be renewed. 

The new plan, which is almost wiping 
out the tent one. Is to use the parks 
and squares. These open spares are 
admirable '‘cathedrals,” with floor, 
roof. s»* 4 Us. light, men—everything that 
a cathedral offers. The equipment pro¬ 
vided by the evangelistic committee in 
most cities where such campaigns are 
maintained consists of a party of men, 
four to eight In number, and one of 
them a cornetlst, an Iron stand that 
bears aloft a banner that Is easily 
rolled up tor moving, and a stool that 
one of the men mny carry about in 
one hand. So equipped the party goes 
from place to place, different parts <»f 
the square at different hours of the 


day. It had been planned In previous 
years to have these meetings at the 
noon hour, but this summer so many 
men are out of employment that It is 
possible to secure audiences at almost 
all hours. 

• • • 

Services At All Ages. 


Bo most of these campaigns are 
this year being maintained from the 
middle of each week-day forenoon to 
D o'clock at night. The meeting be¬ 
gins by the setting down of the stand¬ 
ard and (he stool, and the playing of 
the cornet, A crowd gaihora that Is 
always respectful, there is singing, 
and then foliown an address. Some¬ 
times there are two addn-tfses. These 
parties fry to peach tho same spot in 
the imrk at the same hour each day.

During the last ten 
years, and especially sine* the Boxer 
outbreak, Chinese have set about es¬ 
tablishing schools. The extent to 
wliich they havt* succeeded In creatlnf 
what may almost be called a school 
system is hardly appreciated In this 
country. Into the curricula of these 
schools outside Influence Is urging phys. 
leal care of children, somewhat on 
the lines followed In the public schools 
In Western nations. Such physical 
care of children, to prevent ailments 
that keep pupils out of school and 
thereby add to the public financial 
burden, Is being entered upqn by many 
American cities at public cost on the 
ground not alone of th* public good, 
but also of publlo economy In number 
of achoolhnusA* and in tnetr mainte¬ 
nance. The same arguments are being 
given to Chin*** leaders tn the new* 
school development In their country. 

Denominational Movements. 

DenorrU national movements among 
men are constantly growing In numbers 
and in Influence, and church loaders 
continue to express the opinions that 
in this recent awakening of the men of 
the churches to a realisation of their 
opportunities and obligations L to be 
found one of the most significant sign i 
of the times in religious matters.

In the same year the Pundit was 
deputed by rhe Secretary of State for 
India to represent Indian culture at 
tty© Oriental Congress at Berlin, and 
again ,at Leyden In 1883 a similar Im¬ 
portant mission was entrusted to him. 

In 1885 Shyamajl Krishnavgrma. who 
had alrcoily left Oxford nnd who was 
now a harrister-at-law. returned to In¬ 
dia. He was at once appointed Chief 
Minister to the MaharnjA of Rmlam, 
In Central India. Here he remained 
for four years, having power of life 
and death over-the Maharaja's sub¬ 
jects. Then after practicing r»a a bar¬ 
rister and filling two high posts In u'h- 
er native States he devoted himself for 
some years to successful business mid 
was u director of several press com¬ 
panies. Finally, zeal for Indian lib¬ 
erty got the tipper hand of his other 
pursuits. 

"The Ideal of liberty." h© said to me 
recently, "has long been my guiding 
star I have been inspired all through 
by the example of Herbert Spen**©r 
and Richard CongrevA My experience 
ns Chief Minister convinced me that 


the Indians ar*' ripe for, and desire 
the end of. British rule.*and I should 
have begun my propaganda long ago 
hod 1 not feared to cloud the last year# 
of Herbert Spencer’s life by a move¬ 
ment the responsibility of which must 
inevitably have been fixed upon him 
by hJs countrymen." 

The crisis In Shyamajl’s career came 
In 1807, when hla friend Tilnk waa 
arrested, and. after bln*, two other In¬ 
fluential Brahmins, acquaintances of 
th© Pundit, were flung Into prison with¬ 
out being brought to trial or havifig 
any charge being made against them, 
though, of course, the reason was po¬ 
litical. Keeling thnt no Indian was 
safe from such arbitrary action. Shy- 
nrnnjl Krishna varma voluntarily ex¬ 
iled himself from India and wenj to 
live in Iy>ndon. 

In 1905 Krlshnavnrma bought the 
freehold of India House, Highgate, as 
a meeting place for young Indiana and 
the headquarters of the home rule 
movement. In the same year ho 
founded the Indian Home Rule So¬ 
ciety and bis now famous organ. The 
Indian Sociologist, which, printed In 
London, was admitted Into India until 
1007. when the British authorities of 
that country, alarmed at the strides 
the agitation was making, prohibited 
Its circulation. 

That same year. 1907. saw the free¬ 
dom <>f the press, freedom of speech 
and the right of public meeting sus¬ 
pended In India, and from that mo¬ 
ment th© Indian Nationalists deter¬ 
mined to resort to the methods of Rus¬ 
sian revolutionaries and use th© re¬ 
volver and the bomb to promote their 
cause In the same year also Shyama- 
jl Krlshnavarma once more voluntarily 
exiled himself and sought p fug© In 
Purls, whence he continues to pursue 
his agitation unhampered by the fear 
of British wrath The Indian Sociolo¬ 
gist Is still printed in London, for tho 
authorities, though they may suppress 
th© freedom of th© press In India, dar# 
not report to such a measure in Eng¬ 
land R. I UANKLIN.

A T THE recent annual convention 
of the International Association 
of Chiefs of Police at Buffalo. 
CoL J. H. Hanger read a paper 
on "The Automobile as a Valuable Po¬ 
lice Department Adjunct," some fea¬ 
tures of which will be of interest to the 
layman as well as to police officials 
generally. Among other things, Chief 
Hanger said: 

"The Police Departmety of Louisville 
Is In such a line of progress that we 
feel ourselves beyond reliance on the 
horse, and can now boast of thr©e pow¬ 
er-driven vehicles. Formerly, a police 
department's whole work almost entlre- 
. ly consisted of the running down of 
criminals. While that is very conspic¬ 
uously Its wo©k still, there Is a much 
broader field of labor assigned to It. 
and It has manifold duties In connec¬ 
tion with th© various branches of the 
city government. 

"When the writer took charge of tho 
police department for the second tire©. 
In Joly. 1907. niter an absence of *1x 
years, his attention was very forcibly 
drawn to the woeful lack of facilities 
In the police patrol system. The city 
had grown considerably during th© 
above time, and tho department was 
still using two-horse patrol wagons. It 
was a common occurence for tho 
wagons to make round trips of five or 
six miles for a prisoner, w'hlch. In ad¬ 
dition to the wear and tear on th© 
horses and equipment, consumed from 
an hour to «n hour and a half. This 
consequently left a district without a 
patrol service during that time, and 
on occasions. wh»»n Important calls * 
came In. there was nothing to do but 
to nwnlt the return of the wagon, or 
walk to the seen© of action, when a 
Ltre-d ear was not available. 

"Naturally l began to look around 
with a view' to Improving the service In 
this respect, and It was then that my 
attention was drawn to the automobile 
as a police department adjunct. The 
advantage of & modern and up-to-date 
auto aervlc© w f as readily foreseen, and 
1 did hot meet with much difficulty In 
getting the police department supplied 
with a five-ncated automobile, th© trial 
us© of which was so obviously nn Im¬ 
provement thnt two more five-seated 
machines were ordered shortly after¬ 
ward. We now have under consider¬ 
ation the purchase of nvhlltlonat ma¬ 
chines that will scat seven persons. 

"It was only after expcrl^m*© and a 
very careful Investigation thnt I de¬ 
cided there should be nothing about 
our machines to Identify them fmm 
any other automobile. As evldepci* of 
th* fact that the- autvmobllo is of invui- 
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uahle service to a city In times of 
trouble. I mny mention our ©xpcrl©nc© 
In tho month of March. 1907. wh^n 
Louisville was In a state of riot brought 
on by a street car strike. Th© pollco 
department at this tlm© did not own 
or use automobiles and was consid¬ 
erably handicapped In handling th© 
strike for the lack of proper facilities 
for getting to scenes of dHord^r and 
riot promptly, with the result that we 
were utterly unable to cop« with tho 
situation. In November of th** same 
year Another strik© was declared, and 
profiting from observation of th© man¬ 
ner In which the previous strike had 
been handled. I immediately hired four¬ 
teen ordinary nutomohilvs. which wero 
manned liy six plain-clothes rn^n. each, 
wdth the result that they w'er«* able to 
slip up on the law-breakers unnoticed. 
The rioters were soon led to b©Hev© 
that every automobile which came Into 
sight wu* loaded with detectives, with 


the result that demoralization soon 
spread Into their ranks. 

"Th© prime advantage of the auto¬ 
mobile over th© horse-drawn vehicle Is 
Its economy. Conalder th© economy of 
tlm© In a suburban run twelve miles 
from th© city aa compared with tho 
tlm© consumed by a horse-drawn ve¬ 
hicle over the sam© distance, and you 
will find a difference of several hours. 
Can you tell where time Is more truly 
money than In this great department 
of public service? I think each of us 
cun readily recall numerous Instances 
w here if wc* h.td Just n f- \v min¬ 

utes earlier In getting to th© scene of 
trouble we might havo saved, later on, 
endless hours of work In our efforts to 
locate and apprehend fugitives. 

“\V».|h the now common uso of tele¬ 
phones th**r© nr© many Instances wh©re 
police stations nr© called up at all hours 
of the night hv female members of 
hvusuheld* who may hear nvlacg or aeo 


suspicious persons lurking about their 
places. Sines almost every home Is 
now* provided with a telephone, the 
quick response of ths automobile has 
resulted in much good and general sat¬ 
isfaction to our people. On several oc¬ 
casions wo were abl© to reach resi¬ 
dences and surround the house before 
burglars came out with their loot, 
whereas. If response had been tnAde to 
these calls In the old-fashioned way 
I am quite sure th© birds would have 
flown long before th® wagon reached 
th© scene. 

"The quick response of the automo¬ 
bile Is likewise a most welcome sight 
to a patrolman on many nn occasion 
when he has one or nior© unruly per¬ 
sons In custody. Frequently, during 
busy times, especially on Saturday 
night, when the horse-drawn vehicle 
was used, officers were compelled to 
stand with prisoners until the wagon 
had made runs to other parts of the 


district. This naturally caused a crowd 
to congregate, and with the customary 
Jeers and taunts from th© small boy 
and tho friends of th© prisoner, tho 
officer’s position, especially In negro 
districts, becomes a defenceless If not 
a dangerous one. During th**se periods 
of delay a peaceable thor mghfaro can 
be transformed into a scene of rowdy¬ 
ism and disorder. 

"Our experience has be©n that w*e can 
mako four long runs with th© auto¬ 
mobile In th« tlm© that It formerly took 
us to answer on© long run with the 
horse-drawn vehicle. Think of this 
from a humane standpoint, especially In 
hot weather. I hav© In mind on© onau 
wher© a run was made to a point about 
three and one-half miles from head¬ 
quarters. over fair roads in ntn© min¬ 
utes The prisoner was placed in the 
machine and returned to headquarters 
In twenty minutes from the time tho 
cull was received. 


"I recall several cases where w® used 
a machine to great ad van tape. Ogly re¬ 
cently %vs had a case whsr© a party at¬ 
tempted to leave tills world via the poi¬ 
son route. Within ten minutes from 
l he time we received tho call we hud 
th© patient at the portals of the city 
hospital, where, by prompt medical at¬ 
tention. his life w'tts saved. 

"During the last street car strike I 
wnp called over the phone by a citizen 
who Informed me that a large crowd of 
rioters \v©r© passing through the alley 
In th© rear of his home, armed with 
missiles, and from their actions he In¬ 
ferred that they Intended to attack a 
street car two blocks away. W© In¬ 
stantly manned a machine with six of¬ 
ficers and reached the point of attack, 
a mile from headquarters. In three min¬ 
utes, Just a* th© band of strikers ware 
coming out of the alley, however, not 
berore the approaching car, containing 
wvmvxi and children, received a fusil¬ 


lade of pistol shots, boulders, etc. Our 
sudden and quiet docent upon the 
mob spreAd consternation into their 
ranks. And they wer© instantly dis¬ 
persed and we succeeded In arrest ino 
forty-five of tho rioters within three 
hours. 

"On on© occasion, while fighting a 
fire, one <»f our fir*'men was severely 
cut by falling glass and was In great 
danger of blooding to death. Th© med- 
Ical authorlti©* at th*' city hasp t •: 
made tho statement thst had we h* ©n 
on© or two minutes later in our arrival 
the tin fort limit© man’s life would have 
been despaired of. 

“From the standpoint of economy.th© 

horse-drawn vehicle. Our patrol wag¬ 
ons. equipped w ith horses, harness, etc., 
cost in th© neighborhood of $J,80<> each. 
Our automobiles cost In the neighbor¬ 
hood of $1.900 each Th© average Ilf© 
vf tlic aulvnwbils. virheu properly cared 


for. Is Just aft long as that of the or* 
dlnary patrol wagpn. and tho aulomofr 
bile has the advantage In that wheii 
It has outlived Its usefulness In thh 
policy department it may bo disposed 
of for a considerable sum. while th# 
worn-out patrol wag©n 1* of practically 
no value. 

’’Again, the automobile Is less ex¬ 
pensive to operate than th© two-hnn«# 
patrol wagon. I find that our auto¬ 
mobiles cost us on an a vertigo of US 
per month to operate. This expon*** 
la apportioned about as follows Gas¬ 
oline. $5; oil. etc.. $2. repairs and* *n- 
cldeutal expenses. $11. Our figure# 
show that <*n city work It costs u* a 
cent and a half j*er mile to operat© otir 
machine*. In the operation of the two. 
horse patrol wagon, as we all know, 
it Is necessary to have one and sorn#- 
tJmei two extra horses, to !>e pressed 
Into service to relieve the regular 
horses when they Income worn out 
fmm overwork or disabled from any 
cause; and during busy periods It Is 
necessary to have two shifts of hors**% 
each working twelve hours. Thus tv# 
have at least three horse* to a wagon. 
Whan you figure oats at 5* cents per 
bushel, pay your shoeing and veter¬ 
inary bills, you will find thnt thr*e 
hqrses cost you In the neighborhood 
of $50 pt*r month, a saving of $33 In 
favor of the automobile H©nce w# 
find that «*v©n fmm the standpoint of 1 
economy the nutomobll© has the call. 
But when we consider the many ad¬ 
vantages of the motor vehicle over th# 
horM'-druwn vehicle. I think we will 
nil agree thnt this Is a cos© wh'-r# 
the q nest Ion of cost should n*«t lie ron- 
f ldertd. even If wo have to exceed th# 
nppropriatlon. 

•*6om« may thluk that I have not 
made u sufficient allowance for repair# 
P©r month. My experience hes been 
that the cost of operation nnd repairs 
depends largely on the men haiidU’vs 
the machine. It has be©n my* aim t*> 
reduce this part of jhe expense to th# 
minimum We have a man. whom «h# 
writer secured from nn fifth# g»rng*\ 
who Is a practical mechanic, now with 
rank of J>ergeant In this department, 
\vh*^e business It Is to keep lh© ma¬ 
chines In proper rep’alr ami who da#s 
the principal part of fhe work on th©m. 

•‘H<»m© business men and privat# 
owners of aiftomobltes mav tak*» Issu# 
with m© on the figures o # cost of main¬ 
tenance. hut It should borne In mind

THE HORNS OF INSECTS. 

Interesting: Chat About Some Oddly- 
Formed Creatures. 

Did you think beetles have hops? 

Many people think so, but they do 
not Parts of these odd creatures ex¬ 
tend beyond their heads, and, as there 
Is no common namo to express them, 
we are apt to speak of them as horns. 

But they are not horns nor antlers. In 
any sense of the word. And not any 
one set of Insects boasts this forma¬ 
tion alone. 

We call “feelers" horns, too. Spe¬ 
cially fine examples of these may be 
found, and examined with a cheap, 
low-power lens. In the common gnat, 
which Is so Inconveniently plentiful In 
the summer, and In many of the moths. 
In the great green grasshopper they 
are extremely slender, and quite as 
long os the body. The same peculiar¬ 
ity, but still more developed. Is found 
In the "tlmberman," a European 
beetle, very destructive to pine for¬ 
ests; it has been Introduced into Scot¬ 
land. and Is met with occasionally in 
other parts of Great Britain. 

Some think these "horns” contain the 
sense of smell: others hold It Is tho 
s^nae of hearing. 'I'll© stag beetle us** 
his as a weapon of defence, and they 
are really exaggerated Jaws; In many 
eases 'they are as long as the w hole of 
the rest of the Insect, and armed with 
projections or teeth that give U a most 
formidable appearance. In my opin¬ 
ion they are of very little uoe, and. 
though I have at various times kept 
large numbers of stag beetles, 1 could 
never Induce one of them to fasten on 
my Anger, though the trial was mn^e 
repeatedly. Nor did I ever see them 
fight with one another; the only evi¬ 
dence of the males fighting that came 
In my way was the finding of a pair 
of thewo horns in a box In which some 
-Ul? beetles had been sent me. though 
prolonged search <Md not reveal tne 
body of the Insect from which they hod 
apparently been tom. At the end of 
the Eighteenth century a Swedish nat¬ 
uralist wrote of the different views en¬ 
tertained with regard to the' use of 
th***e horns, and said that some people 
bellevM they enabled the perfect insect 
to break out of the pupa case. 

In many of the lantern files the whole 
head Is produced Into a horn-llke pro¬ 
cess. In some respects corresponding 
to the projections from the head of 
the Hercules beetles. The interest of 
these Inserts Mentored In the belief 
that the enlarged head was a kind of 
lantern, which emitted light, though 
satisfactory evidence on that point Is 
wanting. It Is, however, worth noting 
that the local names given In the East 
in the Chinese lantern fiy Imply that 
the insect la luminous, and It Is moro- 
o%’er said that this quality of lumi¬ 
nosity led to the capture of the type 
specimen.-—[Philadelphia Record.

These effect Innate ‘ words moved 
Count de Boufflers. and. clasping hls 
son In hls arms, he said, while tear* 
rolled down hls cheeks: "May God 
grant, my beloved child, that we may 
soon meet each other again, and may 
we be victorious; but the battle will 
be fierce, and If we do not meet again, 
goodby. and klas me for your mother." 

At this moment the trumpet sounded 
everywhere, the clash of swords rang 
through the air. and both fattier and 
son felt that the fatal moment of sepa¬ 
ration had come at lust. Tearing 
themselves from each other, smiling 
through their tears. Count Boufflers 
And hi* son each headed hls own 
troops, and one hour had not passed 
before the battle was raging In full 
force. 

This 10-year-old boy bad so com- 


manded the respect and confidence of 
the leaders of the army, through the 
firmness of hls resolution and hls cour¬ 
age, that a most important post of 
honor had been confided to him. and 
now the young captain, at the head of 
hi* men. did not waver, but constantly 
spoke chlld-llke words of encourage¬ 
ment to all. 

At the moment when the French, 
after having driven their foe Into an 
awkward petition, regarded themselves 
as victorious King George made a se¬ 
cret and unexpected movement In the 
rear of the French army, and. surpris¬ 
ing the Duke of Xo&llle*. scattered hla 
troops by rushing directly Into ths 
midst of them, and obtained the victory 
for the German side. 

The child Boufflers. at hls post of 
honor, saw the soldiers fall around him. 
nnd the cannon and gun accomplishing 
their deadly work. In vain he waited 
to be summoned from hls post, whero 
death stared him grimly In the , face. 
But no order came, and never flinching, 
loyal to his duty to the last, he did not 
more.

P ORT ARTHUR. Manchuria, July 
10.—I spent this morning on 
Quail Hill, where the Japanese 
are erecting a memorial In 
honor of their heroes who died at Port 
Arthur. This hill Is a saddle-shaped 
elevation which rises to a height of a 
thousand or more feet out of the arena 
of the amphitheater In which Port 
Arthur Is located It faces the narrow 
entrance to the harbor whore the Jap¬ 
anese and Russian gunboats showered 
shells upon one another, and about it 
may be seen the hills forming the rjm 
of the amphitheater upon which were 
the fortifications taken one by one by 
the Japanese during the siege. 

Quail Hill from now on will be called 
Monument Hill* It Is a fitting site to 
mark the tfortous victory of the sol¬ 
diers of the Mikado, It overlooks 
Golden HU1 and The Tiger's Tall, which 
with their fortifications protect the 
harbor entrance* and It Is th^ first 
elevation to be seen coming In from 
tho soa. 

It is right upon Its top that the mon¬ 
ument Is now going tip. A great tem¬ 
ple of silver gray granite. It will be 
about 300 feet high and will cost al¬ 
most 3200.000. The stone for It Is com¬ 
ing by the shipload from Shlmonoseki, 
Japan, and hundreds of huge granite 
blocks are now scattered about the har¬ 
bor and at the foot of the hill. Many 
of them are as large as a library tabte, 
and not a few weigh several tons each. 
A cable road has been constructed 
from the harbor to the site of the mon¬ 
ument, and a steam engine drags up 
the blocks on low cars. 

The monument la already about one- 
third completed. The pedestal has been 
finished and the first series of Ionic 
columns erected. The scaffolding 
about the structure can be seen for 
miles around Port Arthur, and the 
monument will command both land and 
sea. When I visited it to-<^ay 200 
Chinese masons were chiseling at tho 
stone® and the great blocks were rapid¬ 
ly rising Into place. The work Is be¬ 


ing done by Manchurian-Chlcese, un¬ 
der Japanese overseers. 

I have visited the world's most fam¬ 
ous monuments, from the mighty shaft 
to Washington, which rises from tho 
base of the Potomac In our own capi¬ 
tal city, and the great sarcophagus of 
Napoleon In Paris, to the gigantic 
boulders on the Rhodesian Hills, which 
Vnark the grave of Cecil Rhodes, but 
I have seen nothing so Impressive as 
this. At one end of the mighty ele¬ 
vation stands tho monument; at the 
other end, perhaps eight hundred feet 
distant. Is a Shinto shrine of this same 
silver gmy granite, under which lie 
the bones of more than twenty-two 
thousand Japaneso heroes, who were 
killed at Port Arthur. Tho platform 
upon which the shrine stands Is reach¬ 
ed through n great copper bronze torll; 
and at each side of the latter Is a 
granite lantern, like those one sees at 
Nlkko and about the other shrines of 
Japan. The stono platform must be 
more than one hundred feet square, 
although the shrine Itself is compara¬ 
tively small. These two monuments 
cover the wholo top of tho hill. They 
are reached by military roads, which 
wind their way up the mountain, and 
also by steps for foot passengers. 

Como with me to the foot of the 
monument and take a bird's-eye view of 
the battlefields of Port Arthur, a* they 
lie here In this quiet year of our Lord, 
1909. We are right In the midst of the 
amphitheater in which, for eight 
months, day and night, went on the 
greatest gladiatorial show the world 
has yet known. Just under us Is the 
harbor which was filled with the Rus¬ 
sian gunboats; and on its shores are 
the old and new towns which were oc¬ 
cupied by the soldiers during the siege. 
On that sea outside lay the blockading 
Japanese squadron Bending Its shriek¬ 
ing shells at the ships and the city. 
On tho hills all about us were Russian 
soldiers, and on their opposite sides 
the Japaneso armies, cradling and 
plowing and tunneling their way to the 
forts. The story of how. Inch by Inch, 
every bit of the ground was fought 
over and how at last Japan was suc¬ 
cessful has been told In song and story. 
And you may find It to-day In tho 
books describing the war. I doubt, 
however, whether any such story ‘can 
show the real wonders of the defenso 
and attack; or the heroism of both 
bodies of troops. 

The country about here Is much liko 


the bare hills of Montana or Colorado. 
It Is dry and thirsty. There Is no 
vegetation except scanty grass, with 
here and there a hit of eorub oak. The 
fighting was ail in the open and the 
fortifications had to be thrown up out 
of rock, gravel and distint ©grated stone. 
The tunnels made by the Japanese 
were not through earth, but through 
rock, and in undermining tho forts they 
could go but a few feet a day. Never¬ 
theless. while overlooking these hills 
one sees scores of miles of such 
trenches. The work on the embank¬ 
ments reminds you of the great Chi¬ 
nese wall, and tho hundred miles and 
more of mill Cary roads which the Rus¬ 
sians built to reach their various for¬ 
tifications Impress one with the vast 
sums which they spent, all In vain. 
Their forts were of concrete, re¬ 
enforced with Iron, and they embrace 
a circle of more than ton miles.. They 
made Port Arthur the strongest fortress 
ever besieged. 

To-day ail of the forts erected for 
land defense are In ruins. The Japan¬ 
ese do not Intend to repair them, and 
the only work they are doing Is upon 
those facing the sea. They have added 
to and strengthened the fortresses on 
Golden Bill and the Tiger's Tail, and 
they prohibit strangers from visiting 
the battlefields along the coast. 

Aa to the other parts of Port Arthur 
one may go anywhere, provided he 
leaves his camera at home. There are 
©cores of droschkles which were 
brought in by the Russians and ore 
now owned by tho Chinese. These aro 
hauled by little Manchurian ponies, and 
they will take you all over the country 
at 25 cents on hour, or for a little more 
day.

Many of them are now 
engaged In getting out the blocks of 
atone with which the Russians sank 
their merchant vessels when they knew 
that Port Arthur must fail. M-^rs rhon 
thirty ships were destroyed In that 
way. some thousand stone blocks being 
used for the purpose. The Japanese 
ar© sending these blocks home for their 
public schools- One will be erected as 
a monument In each playground, to 
keep alive the memory of the heroes of 
Port Arthur. 

"Will your people continue to hold 
Manchuria and Korea?” I asked of a 
high Japanese officer. 

”Yc»,” was the emphatic reply. "We 
shall hold on to Korea as long as there 
is a bone left *ln a soldier's leg to stand 
upon the sol!. We are in Manchuria 
to stay, and we will die before w*a 
will allow either the Chinese or Rus¬ 
sians to drive ua away.” 

At the same time, I find a kindly feel¬ 
ing for the Russians among the Jap¬ 
anese. They have erected a little 
granite temple with a Greek cross upon 
Its top as a monument to their enemlei 
who fell at Port Arthur. This is sit¬ 
uated on a low hill about two miles 
from the city and surrounding It are 
the graves of thousands of Russian 
soldiers. There Is a brick wall inclos¬ 
ing several acres about tho monument. 
In this space the officers are burled, 
the grave of each being marked with 
a stone or Iron cross. Outside on the 
slopes of the hill stands a thicket ol 
white wooden crosses rising to th« 
height of a man's shoulder, and mark¬ 
ing the graves of the privates. The 
Inscriptions on the monument are in 
Japanese end Russian, and they state 
that the memorial was erected by the 
Emperor of Japan in honor of the 
bravery of his great enemy, the Rus-

Inquirer.” Dr. Draper visited Andrew 
Jackson at th© Hermitage. 

To show how enormous hi* work in 
the first twenty years of hi* activity 
was, he said In 1857 that his manu¬ 
scripts amounted to "some 10.000 


foolscap pages of notes of the recollec¬ 
tions of warrior pioneer*, either writ¬ 
ten by themselves or taken down from 
their own lipa, ond weilnigh 6.000 
pages more of original manuscript 
journal^, memorandum books and old 
letter* written by nearly all the leading 
^border heroes Af the West.” 

In 1853. at the Invitation of tho new 
and struggling Historical Society of 
Wisconsin. Dr. Draper went to Madi¬ 
son as It* secretary. To this society 
and It* Interest* ho devoted the rest of 
his life. He started the society off 
with a small library of about a hun¬ 
dred books; at present there ar** at>out 
20b.000 volumes lb th© historical li¬ 
brary. He continued hla trips to make 


interviews until about 1879. His cor¬ 
respondence continued untU his death 
in 1892. 

With all his collecting. Dr. Draper 
practically published nothing. H© pre¬ 
pared three or four work* for publica¬ 
tion. but never put on the finishing 
touches. He was not willing for a work 
to go out to the public If there was any 
possibility of making It more accurate. 
H© attempted collaboration with sever¬ 
al of the great historians of tho 
pioneers, but invariably something 
would coroe up to prevent the cnrry* n K 
out of the plans. He *|»ent his life 
preparing always for something that 
h© did not do. He conceived th© task 
of writing thc lives of the great 
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the historical society and many de¬ 
scendants of old families there are pic¬ 
tures of that time which, even in their 
roughness, show a refined idea of dress 
In the frontier town of 6L Louis. The 
balls of those early time* were not the 
crude affairs of a frontier but. accord¬ 
ing to one historian who was a guest 
here In 1810. "the lavishness of the 
people was quh© astounding, especially 
the gowns and garments of women and 
their extreme beauty.” He was a man 
who noted particularly the social cus¬ 
toms of the cltlos of America and, ac¬ 
cording to the historian who quotes 
him, he gavo St. Louis due credit for 
being quite metropolitan and refined 
In her society and dress. 

The styles In hair dressing were as 
varied in that day aa In this, but, un¬ 
like the gowns, th©« differed widely 
from tiie fashions of the present. The 
manner In which the headdress related 
to the prevailing fashion* in custom* 
are pointed out by one writer of tho 
time, thus: 

“The hair was ivorn on the left stde 
of the forehead. In a cluster of small 
plaits. Large, fiat curls were on the 
other side. Hair in plain bantl In left 
with loose waves on the right. 

“Double diamond straw Jockey bon¬ 
net with full quilling of lace over right 
eye. Lilac silk handkerchief tied on 
left side. Hair must be rather irregular 
in form to meet with latest demands. 
Should also be combed fiat on left side, 
with one ringlet fur behind th© ear. On 
left lonr ringlet hongs in front of left 
eye. 


"Drapery of pal© blue and purple 
gauze, with wreath of sliver grapes and 
vine leaves Draperies suspended at 
right side of head ar.d reaches to the 
ground, with tassel of blue and silver 
at foot. The ladles' comb should be 
worn capriciously. 

“Capote, sky-blue velvet, trimmed 
with squirrel fur. This should be worn 
to iTpos© right ear. I'pon right side 
of brim white fur is Intermixed and 
another curl should hang at on© sldd.” 

The above aro descriptions of th* 
headdresses of a number of ladles of 
St. Louis in 1809 who followed the 
latest fashions as leading families did 
They are combinations which seem odd 
to th© worn©A of to-day. Perhaps thc 
lady of 1609 might gasp if she could 
peer Into a West End reception room 
some evening In 1909. One of the most 
astonishing things to her would be the 
high heel now in vogue In St. Louis. 
The woman of J00 year* ago seldom 
wore a high heel. Usually the ball 
shoes were made to closely resemble 
moccasins and generally of a fine grad© 
of colored kid. Heols had gone en¬ 
tirely out of style In 1809. even In 
the very be*t circles of society. 

The shoes that were worn most ex¬ 
tensively were those made of the very 
lightest material. They were simple In 
shape. They were mostly of kid. es¬ 
pecially the shoes w r orn upon ordinary 
occasions. It 1* a fact that the first 
real ladles' boots came Into vogue In 
1828, when they took American society 
by storm and supplanted almost every 
other form of footwear. 

History tells us that the women of 
the early part of the last century* In 
America had wonderfully small feet. 
This 1* borne out amply by the shoes 
still preserved by old families. Boro© 
of the shoes worn by women of quality 
In St. Louis were little larger than 


the child of 10 yenrs ordinarily wears 
m»w\ and this w r as perhaps made pos¬ 
sible by th© fact that they did not wear 
stiff leather or other material, which, 
In the case of small shoes, tends to in¬ 
jur© and distort the foot. 

The dteade during which St. Lout* 
blossomed forth a* a chartered city 
was one of extreme polish and fashion. 
Napoleon was at his zenith. His court 
wan one of the most gorgeous the world 
had ever known, and he dictated many 
of the costume* worn by the women 
who surrounded him. A style thut 
pleased him was nuv to be made the 
fashion of Paris, then of France, 
and at length of the w'orld. 
Fashion traveled across the wa¬ 
ter im swiftly as the mall*. New’ i<*rK 
got them and then Philadelphia. Grad¬ 
ually they worked out to St. Louis. 

It might* Interest some of the Indies 
who contemplate wearing replicas or 
thc costumes of 1809 to know that not 
long ago In New Klgland. a function 
of a historical nature was to be given 
commemorating a feature which too* 
place in 1810 Two young women dug 
down Into tbelr attic cheats and from 
among the nnclent clothes and moth 
balls drew forth two gowns of that pe¬ 
riod w hich had been worn by their an¬ 
cestress almost 100 years befqre. It 
was a thing to be quite proud of, and 
th© ladies were proud. But, alas, there 
wo* a serious hitch. The gowns were 
made In the full empire style! They 
wero “shenth gowns'* in the literal sense 
of the word and what did very well for 
the voluptuous court of the Emperor 
Napoleon would not so well suit tho 
Idea* of modesty of two staid and se¬ 
rious New England girls. They didn't 
wear the dresses—at least, not without 
changes. 

When it comes to hats, the women or 
to-day In St. Louis would find It a dif¬ 
ficult matter to make any uf their hat* 


pioneer* and on© by one collected the 
material never to put It Into form. 
Much of It still remains aa he got it, 
practically unexplored. 

Tho Draper manuscripts covered a 
period beginning In 1742. with the first 
skirmish with the Indian* In the valley 
of Vlri^nla and come up to 1813-14. 
when Tecumseh was killed and the 
Creeks w'ere defeated. The earliest set 
of manuscripts describe McDowell's 
fight In the valley In 1742. There are 
a great number of papers of the very 
first Importance. Among these are 
Clark's original Journal of th© famous 
expedition to Kuskoskta and Vincennes 
in 1778. This Is 225 page* in length. 
The earliest diary In the collection Is

over to conform with the headgear of 
1809. It would be a far cry, indeed. 
There were distinct lines In hats, and 
the styles were not numerous. To-day 
thc merest working girl enn buy her 
hat up to date, but 100 year* a go only 
people of wealth followed closely the 
fashions In hat*. 

The woman of wealth In 1809 wore 
one uf th© four shapes in vogue—the 
gypsy, beehive, Polish flycap or cot¬ 
tage. The latter w’as worn over a 
foundling cap. The coal-scuttle bon¬ 
net wus also having a big run In that 
year in St. Louis, and the “ads” con¬ 
tain the announcement of a certain 
firm that they had Just received ‘‘a 
new consignment of coal-scuttle bon¬ 
nets to be auctioned off at a shop on 
Second street.” It was Just at th#*t 
time. Also, that the Boimpartian hut 
was coming lnt«» vogue. The latter was 
worn very extensively and the centen¬ 
nial women of St. Louis would perhaps 
find It most representative of the period 
which they wb-h to Interpret In dreus. 
It wus generally made of white or sa!- 
m an-colored satin, In the form of a hel¬ 
met surrounded with a wreath of 
laurel Plain, white hats on this order 
with no ornament whatever were also 
wom extensively. There were tied 
with pink or pea-green ribbon under 
the chi* Many of the fa-hion plates 
of 1809 and 1810 display the Bonapar- 
tlnn hat wom askew or rakishly on one 
side. 

Another hnt worn extensively in 1809 
in St. Louis was the Lavlnia hat.iWhlch 
was broad-brimmed Ilk© the gypsy hat. 
It was a pretty good 4ipproach to th© 
“merry widow*” of recent memory 
Many of them had feathers, but no 
other trimming whatever. The gypsy 
hut was by no means a hat confined to 
society women. They were exceedingly 
common In 1S09. and a facetious mil¬ 
liner once advertised make them 
from worn-out umbrellas at little cost. 


that kept by Col. William Preston, Iq 
1756 in the Sandy Creek campaign. 
There ar© several diaries of the Point 
Pleasant expedition In 1774. Among th® 
Kentucky diaries are those of Georg® 
R. Clark in 1776, und of CoL William 
Fleming. A very interesting diary la 
thut of Flison In the Vincennes expe¬ 
dition. Among th© other rdlc® of th® 
Vlncenn©* expedition Is the corre¬ 
spondence of Gens. Clark and Ham¬ 
ilton. Ever>* visitor to the collection Is 
shown Clark** unconditional surrender 
letter. Altogether there are sixty-five 
volumes of these CUurk manuscript*. 
Th© Boon© papers take up almost as 
many volumes. 

There Is a vast amount of material 
that pertains to Kentucky alone. On® 
of the best accounts of the migration 
from Virginia Is contained In a diary 
of tho Rev. David Barrow. Th® 
early hl*tor> of Louisville and vicinity 
Is well Illustrated by the Croghan and 
Shelby papers. Tho whole life of th® 
pioneer appears In the narrative of 
Spencer Records, the manuscript of 
which Is preserved In the collection. 
One of the greatest acquisitions In th® 
way of manuscript that Dr. Draper 
made is the Shane collection. Th® 
Rev. # John-Dabney Shane was a Ken¬ 
tucky minister who Interviewed th® 
early Kentucky pioneers In the 'thir¬ 
ties and early 'forties. County by 
county he covered the whole Bluegrass 
and ha* preserved account* of r largo 
number of the early settlers of th*^® 
counties. They throw wonderful light 
oil thc early custom*, and settle many 
formerly disputed points. Most of them 
locate the narrator In tho East and or® 
thus of considerable genealogical value. 

Th© Historical Society ha* arranged 
all these papers in order, ha* them 
bound, secure and safe, so that they 
will be a permanent poxacsplon. The 
writer of this article had occasion to 
Investigate the early routes of travel 
from Virginia to Kentucky and found 
the collection of Invaluable aid. The cu¬ 
rator of the manuscripts^ Miss Kellogg, 
Is very familiar with them and Is ever 
ready to help anyone doing research 
work, in collaboration with Dr. Reu¬ 
ben Gold Thwalte*. Miss Kellogg ha® 
been publishing extracts Trom the col¬ 
lection. Tho«o already published ro- 
lute to Lord Dunmor©'* War and th® 
Point Pleasant campaign. 

The great historian of Kentucky must 
take Into consideration every source of 
information he can find: for such there 
ar<- numercua treasures In the different 
towns attd counties scattered over th© 
5*l:tt©. There npe the very valuable files 
of the Kentucky Gazette, In th© 
Lexington Library, from 1T>7 to date, 
and of very gr»;it importance Is th® 
library of Col. R. T. Durrctt, th© presi¬ 
dent of the Flison Club, hut for th® 
manuscript sources that really get t® 
the bottom of the early history w® 
must go to Madison. Wls.. to the Draper 
collection.

RIGHT ROYAL 

Of the king of fruits—tho apple—1 
have written so often and at such 
length that I approach the subject wa¬ 
rily. There la not a mfcnth of tho twelve 
in which It Is not at least partially In 
season. It Is scarce In late August and 
early Seotember, unless one counts as 
one of the royal line the thin-blooded, 
faintly acid and altogether unworthy 
specimens yclept ’’summer apples." 
Certain varieties are acerb to a proverb, 
others are as Insipid *0 celt on wool, and 
as Indigestible. 

But the apple proper, tender of flesh 
yet firm to the touch, rich In coloring 
and fragrant as Araby tho blest, can¬ 
not be over-pratsed 

“Eat an apple dally, and llvo forever?” 
say* an old proverb. And an English 
pundit who has made fruit values a 
life-lftng study: 

’’The apple Is rich In pbcsphorlc acid. 
This last contains the least amount of

my peach preserves, marmalade and 
Jelly. They Impart what old housewives 
called "a right taste." thst l*. piquancy, 
to the conserve. J should not dare to 
crack the stones of all the peachus in 
a basket and mix the pits with tbo 
cooked fruit. Jt would, 1 fancy, em¬ 
bitter the jam to unpaJatabUness and 
make it unwholesome. 

1 **k the question at this point be¬ 
cause 1 have in mind two instances of 
poisoning resulting from eating large 
quantities of peach kernels. In one case 
three boys cracked and extracted the 
pits from fifty peachstones and ate them 
all. One boy died and the others were 
made extremely ill.

Day 
by day. too. material* are growing 
cheaper, so that women who have 
plenty of time may. with taste and pa¬ 
tience, turn out something which will 
seom of an elegance far superior to 
anything that hurried work and a new 
season's tremulous Indecision could ac¬ 
complish. 

In fact, those who leisurely turn 
their attention to autumn sewing npw 
will find many things in their favor— 
cheapness of materials offered for actu¬ 
al autumn weir is one of them, as the 
first of a season’s stock always tries to 
win the buyer by low prices, and In tho 
very middle of the season stuffs for 
another will apj*sar. Such materials 
a* are eternally fashionable for fall 
service—plain cloth, serge flannel and 
qulet-colorcd silk* and veilings—al¬ 
ways precede at this time tho more 
startling nowUle*. and in short lengths 
may often be picked up for a song. 

This week's models have all been 
chosen with an eye to first autumn 
wear and the Idle hours that every 
home-sower finds upon her hands at 
this period. And a* nothing is of ex¬ 
treme style, the various things may be 
accepted not oply a* suitable but a* 
eminently wtse choices for future wear. 
This 1* a good point to remember with 
all sewing for a period to come—the 
sensible models, effects midway In the 
male of extremes, are the ones which 
always outlive the "rages/' 

Figure A shows a semi-princess 
dress, which In a proper material, would 
be very elegant for afternoon reception 
wear. Shantung in any of the deep 
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cream or rich colors now displayed 
would realise It handsomely, and this 
material is one which is likely to bu 
used all winter for house service, A 
figured silk or plain cashmere could also 
be used, with tho trimming contrasting, 
and with a proper hat and feathered 
boa or ribbon or lace neck ruffle, the 
gown will adapt itself admirably to 
dressy street use. 

The costume as illustrated Is made of 
shot blue slijt, with a handing of plain 
blue and narrow soutache braid, and It 
closes at tho left front, giving tho long 
slender lines now so necessary for cor¬ 
rect style. Th# chemisette is of lace 
touched with embroidery in the dross 
color, though It Is quite possible to have

^prematurely (Bray Ufair. 


I N THE last few weeks thirty-eight 
letters have reached mo regarding 
this serious subject of premature¬ 
ly gray hair, and naturally the 
writers have been much alarmed at this 
v v tendency shown by their "crowning 
*lory.” 

One girl wrote: "I am only twenty- 
fiv# and nobody In my family before me 
ever showed a tendency to premature¬ 
ly gray hair." Another, even younger, 
told of a long attack of fever which 
left her "as gray ns a grandmother;" 
and more than a round dosen letters 
declared that they did not see why a 
woman should turn white In the "early 
thirties." All besought remedies, dyes, 
explanations—escapes from premature 
grayness. 

There are a number of reasons for 
this early grayness. It may mean an 
Inherited tendency, it may come from 
a serious disorder of the nervous sys¬ 
tem, or It may bo the result only of 
temporary shock or a sapping Illness. 
In the last case. It is quite possible for 
the hair of a young person to return, 
with restored health, to the natural 
lor. as young heads wtritfh have been 
kll tuit white have be n known to r - - 
me Tho colorings of youth. und* r 
per conditions, with time, 
ut if the grayness Is gradual and 
tlnues, it points to a likelihood that 
nervous system Is seriously de- 
ged. and In that event there Is 
n4hing to do but carefully build It up 
—If not primarily to Improve one’s 
health, then to arrest the spread of the 
gry hairu! 

a\ ccj,e of nervous derangement, nux 
v4n lea and phosphorus, combined with 
Iron or arsenic, are sonerslly needed, 
and these should be made Into the form 
of a rood tonic. But let me earnestly 
caution my readers to take no medicine 
whatsoever without consulting a phy¬ 
sician. for while admirable tools when 
handled properly, even fairly simple 
drugs may prove dangerous when given 
to the wrong persons. If one’s condi¬ 
tion does not indicate the .need of ar¬ 
senic It may do great Injury. On the 
other hand, it'Splendidly restores any 
one whose system really requires it. 

Again, cod liver oil may be needed 
by many person* who find themsHw* 
turning gray «t an early ag**. there 
are pills made of phosphorus and 
5-!nlne which are almost universal!v 
valuable; and it is impossible to lay 
too much stress on the need of grur* 
food, plenty of rest and regular and 
Culet sleep. Ten Hours of night ile.-n 
Is by no means too much for a person 
ftervouslv i-xhausted. and an afternoon 
nap, or rest In a darkened room, ^h-mld 
be taken In addition to tills. 

If the tendency toward premature 
•grayness Is Inherited, a very young 
woman would doubtless 1 m* pardoned by 
her friends for coloring her h.ilr with 
some harmless lotion, for the spectacle 
of whitening locks about a young face 
usually attracts too much nrtrntton for 
the situation to be pleasant. An ad¬ 
mirable And harmless coloring lotion 
for hair naturally dark is made of red 
Sine and sulphate of Iron Dissolve 
leven gromm** of the sulphate in an 
funce of distilled water, then add a 
iint of California claret, am! steep gen¬ 
tly for ten minutes. Wet the hair thor¬ 
oughly with this, massage the scalp 
and let the lotion dry on without wip¬ 
ing the tresses. 

Another lotion, which, while not ef¬ 


fective In all cases. Is yet useful In 
some. Is mado of green tea and sage 
in this way: 

Green tea .2 ounces 

Dried garden sage (last crop),.2 ounces 

Put these ingredients In an Iron pot 
which can be closely co>ered; add three 
quarts of boiling hot rain water, which 
Is preferahle to will water; simmer 
till reduced one-third; then take the 
pot off the fire and after twenty-four 
hours standing, strain and bottle the 
liquid. Wet the hair with this liquid 
and massage night and morning as 
with the other formula. 

This simple wash Is declared to have 
a tonic effect upon the hair, and many 
cases of falling hair have been much 
benefited by it w’hen other medica¬ 
ments have failed entirely. 

A form of grayness quite usual and 
moat unbecoming In all cases Is the ap¬ 
pearance of the white hairs In scattered 
patches, these presenting against the 
colored hair a streaked and very unnat¬ 
ural appearance. Where there are not 
too many of these solidly whitening 
places, it is an easy matter to tint them 
without touching the rest of the hair. 
A good darkener for these isolated 
patches Is made as below: 

Pyrogallc add . hi ounce 

Distilled water (hot).1>$ ounces 

Dissolve and when cool add 
Rectified spirits .. H ounce 

Tilts should be applied with a soft 

brush and the .mixture diluted, when 
ustng U. with twice its quantity of soft 
water. As it Is a definite stain, the ef¬ 
fect desired may need repeated applica¬ 
tions. 

A harmless dye for naturally yellow 
or reddish hair la a solution of pure 
rouge, or a strong Infusion of saffron 
in a weak solution of crystallized car . 
bonate of soda This should be fol¬ 
lowed when the hair Is dry by a "mor¬ 
dant" (setj of lemon Juice or vinegar 
diluted with equal part of water. 

The hulr should always be carefully 
shampooed and dried before applying 
any coloring lotion, as the oil and dust 
or wetness will prevent the dye "tak¬ 
ing" properly. As much depends upon 
the cnoic#*of cleansers, let me ad¬ 
vise all those with qry hair to avoid 
strong soap. soda, borax and ammonia, 
as these only hasten gray hair. An 
excellent shampoo Is made of qulliai 
bark, a saponaceous plant, to whose 
use the Chilean wnmm ore said to 
owe their magnificent hair. Only a 
small piece of the bark is required to 
lather a larg* bowl of water. and the 
use of the bark will In time leave a 
fine burnish, which one authority on 
the subject likens to "varnish In Its 
brilliancy." 

At all times n stimulating hair lotion 
may be advised, those containing 
quinine or iron being especially good, 
und preparations with the latter being 
likewise darkening in tendency An 
unguent which would do much toward 
promoting the health of the scalp may 
be made of castor oil, beef marrow >r 
vaseline The marrow is melted and 
clarified and like the other oils is 
sweetened Iwith cologne or extract. 

A dally massage, an occasional sun¬ 
ning and soft water for all dyes and 
washing purpose* are Indispensable in 
the treatments here laid out.

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I T Is of the greatest importance to 
preserve such a happy form of 
hospU&lily as "the week-end." 
Visiting is a ta*t of character, but 
during three day* we all may be able 
to conceal our fault* and present our 
virtues and out gowns at their pret¬ 
tiest. 

Tho punctuation of visiting by dates 
at w hich one Is expected to come and to 
go 1* a decided gain, over the former 
go-as-you-please method of giving and 
receiving invitations. 

When Miss Evangeline Jenkins 1* In¬ 
vited to "Pino Top" or "Ten Elm*’’ from 
July 16 to July* 18 she knows just what 
Is expected of her. atvd of her wardrobe. 
Having accepted the invitation she 
present* herself by train or motor at 
tho time she is expected, when ahe 
finds everything In readings* to receive 
her* If she has the happy wisdom she 
put* herself unreservedly at the dis¬ 
posal of her hostoa*. who has doubtless 
planned out all the diversions and occu¬ 
pation* of her stay, that it may be as 
agreeable and a* full as possible. It 
1* very upsetting and throw* every¬ 
thing out of gear to have her guesita 
acting Independently of her arrange¬ 
ments. 

FV>r example, two young men Invited 
to a housepartv knew some young 
women at a neighboring house, and 
planned to play tennis with them be¬ 
fore breakfast. They accordingly' asked 
the servant who attended them to serve 
them some coffee In their room before 
leaving. The game was prolonged and 
thuir seats were vacant at the break¬ 
fast table, where there were other 
young women whom they had been In¬ 
vited to entertain. The hostess was 
pardonably Indignant at the liberty 
they had taken, but could only re¬ 
solve that *h« would never Invite them 
again. 

Another case: Having tea served on 
the lu.wn. a hostess was surprised to 
find various gi»«ie absent, and learned 
that one of these was serving tea in 
her own room, to wlilch she had invii- 
jCdlh f oihtira. One cannot 
pk in one’s own house, but one can al¬ 
ways refrain from asking such people 
again. 

Tho welcome visitor 1* one who Ls 
always ready to ge Into the affair of 
tho monvent and fill her part, whether 
at bridge, tennis, charade*, music or 
dancing, in a lively and agreoable man¬ 
ner. The girl who wishes to "oome 
again" will make her attention* Impar¬ 
tial and show consideration to the older 
guest*. 

One of tho prettiest girls of the sea¬ 
son found herself the next year not 
Included among the guests at a popu¬ 
lar house, and wn* greAtly surprised. 
She never knew why, but. os her host¬ 
ess explained to others, she could be 
depended o© for nothing except to take 
one young man or another off Into a 
corner, the most *eoludc*d place on the 
piazza or in the grounds for a tete-a- 
tete. 

This custom, which many young girls 
Indulge in. Is called by the pertinent 
name of "twoslng/' There are houses 
devoted to "twoslng/' but when such 
houses becom# known, mothers decline 
the invitations to them for their 
daughters. Then avoid "twoslng." ex- 
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cept under special circumstance*. If 
you wish to be a desired visitor. 

lyow. In the best-managed houses 
there may be domestic contretemps and 
cataclysms. For these always accept 
any explanation your hostess offers 
without question. Nothing is more em¬ 
barrassing for a hostess than to be 
pushed to the wall when she ha* made 
a statement why this thing ha* failed, 
or that thing has not come off. Speak¬ 
ing of a desirable guest, a hostess said: 
"Even If my excuses were pretty thin, 
she always acted as if it was the most 
likely thing In the world, and my 
slightest tarradlddles were accepted 
without comment. I have had other 
guests who always made It plain that 
they hod their own opinion." 

Having spent the required time and 
mado one’s self as agreeable as possi¬ 
ble, there remains the art of taking 
leave. 

In tho first place, there Is the ques¬ 
tion of the servants and their tips. 
There are hostesses who make It plain 
that their servants are not to bo 
tipped. But these are a* rare as snow 
In May. It Is not necessary to re¬ 
member any but those servants with 
whom one comes In contact. Most peo¬ 
ple have a rule which they always fol¬ 
low. For example, they give to the 
chambermaid and the waitresses the 
same sum. a dollar, or fifty cents, os 
they choose. Others send the same 
sum to the cook, iron** drives or mo¬ 
tors, the chauffeur and the coachman 
arc apt to expect some recognition. 
Everything, however, depends on the 
style In which the household is orga¬ 
nized. and one must use one's own dis¬ 
cretion. 

But let no one be tyrannized by the 
situation, and remember that many 
servants are more satisfied with pleas¬ 
ant words and an agreeable manner ac¬ 
companying small tips than with larger 
and more perfunctory gifts accompany¬ 
ing scant mnnnera. If extraordinary 
demands are made on the servants they 
should be remembered accordingly, of 
course. 

When the time of leaving comes 
around, have everything In readiness, 
so that even the most perfunctory 
"can’t you stay longer" of your hostess 
—and there are such old-fashlonel 
hostesses—will not permit you to make 
any chnngo either In her plans or your*. 
When home, do not fall to write wh«t 
Is known as your "bread and butter 
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visit and thanking her for 

Now, to say a few general words 
about your wardrobe. 

Take enough clothes, .but not too 
many. It ls foolish to bcvtlways chang¬ 
ing one's clothes. Freshness is th* 
note of th* morning—freshness in cot¬ 
ton or linen If sports ore In order, 
come to breakfast ready for the game. 
No change ls required for luncheon un¬ 
less it It made formal by Invited guests. 

In the afternoon. If there Is motoring 
or driving, which include visits by tha 
way. wear a suitable visiting gowt. For 
dinner formality is required, snd. If 
po* slble, take two dinner gowns, with 
their accompaniments. Have your 
clothes in perfect order. Nothing is so 
boring as guests who must always have 
something done to their costumes be¬ 
fore they can be put on. 

In your private room be conildemte. 
For example, don't II* down on the lace 
spread, o' sit on the edge *»r tho bed 
and crease the covering. Be taref»il 
about laying down a match until it Is 
tu’.ly out. lest It burn the ou.^.vj or 
table cc ver. Do you think those are 
Idle admonitions? They are not. Coun¬ 
try houses have been closed to attrac¬ 
tive guests for Just such trWul reasons.

Figure C displays a girl of unusual 
dash for the schoolgirl from 14 up. 
Made In a plain wool texture. It would 
be a giost useful class dr*»s» to wear 
over stout linen or lawn shirt waists; 
while, again, a smart weave and color 
would, with the addition of a finer 
gulrnpe bodice, create something good 
enough for any use. 

As illustrated, a pretty girlish frock 
and neat and useful coat aro mado of 
d^ep rose-colored shantung, with a pip¬ 
ing of black saUn forming the narrow 
gown trimming and collar and cuffj 
of the same coat. Blue or brown serge, 
or a checked 8cotch wool, are good 
wearing materials for school service, 
and the model would lose none of Its 
dash if made up entirely without trim¬ 
ming, for the tailored effect lends Itself 
admirably to simple lines of stitching. 

For a 16-year-old girl there will be 
required for the coat—which would b* 
an excellent model for any odd wrap- 
four yards of material twenty-seven 
inches wide. The dress calls for eight 
and a half yards In the same width, 
four and ono-elghth yards forty-four 
Inches wide, or thre* yards fifty-two 
Inches wide. 

Figure D Is another overdress adapt¬ 
ed to schoolgirls In their teena and es¬ 
pecially to classroom use. A thin 
checked or ptald'wool, with a narrow 
silk bias outlining the scallops os pic¬ 
tured. would create one pretty effect 
In this model, the silk bias alway* In 
plain color, of course. Blue serge, 
trimmed with black, w-ould b* even 
more useful and becoming to th* ma¬ 
jority of wearers, and with this th* 
tan pongee shirt waist of summer could 
be worn t* decided advantage. 

The quantity of material required for 
the average 16-year size is six and 
three-eighths yards, twenty-four or 
twenty-seven Inches wide. The model 
may also be used for girls as young os 
12, and for ages older than 16.

most conservative of ail trades 
or professions, whichever you 
please to call it. a change and 
Improvement has coine In laundry 
method*. The hard and fast rule of 
having It done on Monday, rain or 
•hine. In sickness or health, is now ob¬ 
served less and less, says a writer In 
the Boston Herald. One* upon a time 
housewives went to bed early on Sun¬ 
day evening that they might rise even 
before the_blrds to do the family wa*h- 
lr>«\ It was not uncommon, according 
to the memory of some women, to rise 
as early as 3 o’clock In order that by 
the breakfast hour the family linen 
might be hung to dry. This was often 
<|on«* without a tnste of food to give 
the worhrr strength for her task. The 
reward for this exertion was the satis¬ 
faction of being among the first to 
have her washing out. and ruch an 
accomplishment added to one’s repu¬ 
tation as a housekeeper. 

It 1* a mystery how these women 
lived through sueh hard work and 
unseasonable hours, and a yet greater 
wonder why they ever did such a 
piece of foolish ness There were six 
days in the week then as now and If 
tradition be true some of their early 


•Monday morning hustle wss followed 
by hours later in the day t.iat did not 
bount for much In work. The reason 
why this custom existed so long may 
be explained, by the desire to get the 
cloth line worn the previous week Into 
fresh condition again a* soon a* pos¬ 
sible. 

The modern housekeeper takes Mon¬ 
day for picking up and preparing for 
Tuesday. This day is often the time for 
having a little company or to make 
call* or do any of the left-over things 
that one is trying to get time for. Evan 
some of the public laundries now send 
their wagon* to collect family wash¬ 
ings on Tuesday forenoon because It Is 
so rare to find the bundle* and basket* 
reads' on Monday morning The house¬ 
wife who once trios It finds that Tues¬ 
day as a laundry day makes loss con¬ 
fusion and averages th** work better 
than the old way of hurrying round 
Monday morning, leaving many things 
to be done and meals less attractively 
cooked and served It !*, Indeed, far 
better than crowding Monday back Into 
Sunday, and. oa In pome homes, having 
the clothe* sorted and put In soak on 
lay evening The mistress of a 
home, or the mistress and maid, are 
all entitled to a* much rest on Sunday 
as I* convenient with healthful house¬ 
keeping. and setting washing day ahead 
1* one means to secure Jt.

N O ONE expecting to *pond th* 
summer In a bungalow, camp, 
or farmhouse without modern 
convenience* should be without 
a firelefes Move. 

This ls not necessarily for cooking, 
but for the morning bath. Take a 
wooden box two feet high and four feet 
long, and have It flttod with hinged 
cover. Fill the box with excelsior, or 
sawdust, and make In this two holes 
so a* to snugly hold two tin pall*. 
Cover the contents and line the holes 
with flanneL In th* evening boil th* 
water and fill the palls at that temper¬ 
ature and put them In the tireless stove, 
and cover. The next 1 morning th* 
water will will be so hot that It must 
be tempered with cold water, and will 
furnish two baths. 

The tireless stove. If necessary, can 
be used for cooking. For example, if 
th* family desire to all go off for the 
day picnicking or on an excursion, an 
Irish stew, to take a familiar Illustra¬ 
tion, can be brought to a boll on the 
stove, and then put in the tireless stove. 
In the evening the stew will be found 
as well cooked a* If It had been sim¬ 
mering on the back of the range, as & 
stew should be cooked, all day. 

An impromptu safe may be made for 
vegetables by taking wire netting and 
building an inelosure according to the 
needs of th© family. If there I* a cellar, 
there it should be placed, and mad* 
large enough to be entered by a wire 
door. The shelves, as many as need be, 
run around the sideband also are made 
of the wire netting. Her* can be 
placed not only th* vegetables, but the 
Jellies and preserves, the canned goods 
and even the garden tools, for the door 
should have a spring lock and secure 
the contents not only from the rats, but 
from thieves, and. possibly, from the 
children. • 

Indeed, there is nothing more useful 
in Impromptu summer dwellings than 
plenty of wire netting, so many are th* 
uses to which it can be put. Wire net¬ 
ting. gilded, makes fine transom*, a* 
well as chicken coops, garden fences, 
and trellis for the vines. 

Another thing that is well to have on 
hand Is the folding frame built for the 
ironed clothes, but w’hlch can be put 
to other and varied uses. If a screen 
ls necessary, the frame can be covered 
for a screen. If a person Is ill, draped 
with a table cover or a blanket, it can 
stand between tho Invalid and a 
draught. 

But on* of the most novel uses for 
a three-fold ironing frame was its 
transformation into a vapor bath. The 
frame, draped with a blanket and sdme 
rubber cloth to help out. was placed 
around a chair. The ohslr was cane 
seated, and underneath a pan of water 
was placed above the chafing dish alco¬ 
hol lamp. The victim was placed on 
the chair, the lamp lighted and th* 
screen drawn closely about her. her 
head being released through the open¬ 


ing of a poncho, which wo* spread 
over the top and kept In th* steam. 
The effort of throwing off a sudden 
and threatening cold was as successful 
as if the vapor bath had come from 
one of the cabinets that can be bought 
for this purpose.

T HERE are many days In summer 

when the small child needs an 
extra wrap, something neither 
as heavy nor as everyday as a 
sweater, reefer or knit sacque. For or¬ 
dinary occasions the pique coat fill* 
•very need, but when baby Is to b* 
dressed up and made to look lts fluf¬ 
fiest. nothing takes the plac* of the 
lingerie coats over a lining, says a 
writer in th* New York Time*. 

These lingerie coats may be elaborate 
affairs of handkerchief Ulnen or mull, 
bedecked with hand embroidery and 
Insets of real lace, worn over white or 
colored silk slips. Quite as effective, 
much cheaper and more easily laun¬ 
dered are the ltttl* coats of embroid¬ 
ered batiste or dotted muslin. 

They are made J^nply from any good 
coat pattern that reaches to the end of 
the frock. . Tho bottom Is cut long 
enough to turn up in a three op^four- 
lnch hem. that can be let out a* the 
child grows. Sometimes the fullness 
at th* back Is arranged In side plaits 
fastened to a yoke; more simply it Is 
gathered to a yoke, the fullness being 
confined to a few Inches at the back. 

Th* coat ls untrlmmed. but a small 
cape deep enough to cover th* yoke is 
edged with a row of Irish lace, or any 
other washable cotton lac* that looks 
well with the muslin. Th* cape may 
be mad* round or it car tx-gout in < 
points, tabs or other fancy JFpe. A 
pretty touch Is aided by brtsPrtltchIng 
the edge where the lace Is Joined to the 
cape. Th* turn-down collar of th# 
coat ls also lace-edged, a narrower 
width being used. 

Such a coat con bd*worn over arty 
straight slip-cost. They ore most fan¬ 
cied lu a color, though for tiny babies 
white Is preferred by many mothers. 
China silk makes a good lining, as It 
can be washed. For very warm weath¬ 
er the undercoat could he of merc< rlaod 
gingham or even of colored lawn. There 
Is a surprising amount of warmth In 
these cotton fabric*. 


GREEN TOMATO SOY—T*ke one 
peck of green tomatoes and add a pint 
-xrf salt, after the tomatoes have been 
sliced thin. Let thorn stand twenty- 
four hours, when drain, and put them 
In a preserving kettle with on© dozen 
onions sliced thin, on* ounce of block 
popper, ou* one* of allspice, a quarter 
of a pound of yellow mustard, mixed, 
and a half-pound of w'hol* mustard 
seed.

Items Subject To Change. 


Paragraphs In which the Senate has 
made no change In the House rates or 
Mantfuig*' rann-'t be m-iri-1 by the 
Conference Committee. Where the 
8 enafe ha* changed a rate from the 
House rate the committee must either 
accept the Senate or the House rate, 
or agree on an intermediate rate. In 
the sugar schedule the Conference 
•“Committee can make no changes ex¬ 
cept In the paragraph relating to sac¬ 
charine and In the tobacco schedule 
the only paragraph open to amendment 
1 * that relating to wrapper and filler 
tobacco, and a* to this paragraph the 
committee's Jurisdiction will be con¬ 
fined to the proviso.

HARD TO GET MANAGERS FOR ATHLETIC TEAMS 


In Practically All Struggles, Except University Football 
and Baseball, Main Work Is the Collection 
of Money. 


T HE subject of selecting managers 
for athletic teams Is at present 
troubling tho minds of mrao of 
the Harvard students, who con¬ 
tend that tho present method Is unsatis¬ 
factory and should he changed. 

' Th© matter of getting a innn who com¬ 
bines executive ability, willingness and 
good spirit in doing his work and the fac¬ 
ulty of getting on with mambora of the 
team has nothing In common with the 
competitions conducted to select man¬ 
agers, according to Harvard Crimson. The 
affair U thus characterised: 

“in practically all managership compe¬ 
titions. those for university football and 
baseball alone excepted, tho main work 
Is tho collection of money. At tho start 
of tho competition the understanding U 
that the roan who collects the most 
money will got tho Job, provided he is 
personally acceptable. 

•This underlying condition has led to 
many sharp contests and much ill feel¬ 
ing. This must necessarily continue so 
Jong as the present system Is adhered to. 
What Is tho use of having a competition 
If tho best competitor does not win out? 
Tho money Itself Is hardly a considera¬ 
tion. since there are other and less ob- 
aoxtouH ways of raising that. 

"The solo actuating cause seems to 
be the idea that there must be a com¬ 
petition of some sort while there is not 
enough other work to be done to try out 
tho capacity of contestants. 

"Obliging the mnnager conducting the 
competition to make th* final report to 
the "H" men of the sport or even to the 
student council, stating his decision and 
reasons, although it undouht i*djy elim¬ 
inated tho possibility of graft, cannot 
cure an evil In Itself lacurable. We should 
•trike at tho root. What offers a most 
effective remedy seems to leave the whole 
matter to the student council 
The suggestion made by the Harvard 
paper Is that competition should b* abol¬ 
ished- A better scheme, it Is remarked, 
would ho to hive the manager receive 
the namr-s ot applicants for the manager¬ 
ship. and after investigation report to the 
student council their qualifications. 

After he has made an Investigation of 
thrlr qualities of executive ability, wil¬ 
lingness to work and of peraonalhy and 
has made his report to the student coun¬ 
cil. that body could then decide on tho 
proper man by bis record. This plan, it la 
suggested, has been found to work In 
other colleges. and should at Harvard. 

In some college# there is a very elab¬ 
orate aystem of chooalng managers for 
teams. A man wno desires to become a 
manager begins In his freshman year and 
is mndo an officer of some sort of the 


association with which he allies himself. 
In his sophomore year he becomes a sec¬ 
ond asksi.int manager, and In his junior 
year Is first assistant manager. 

Generally by th«v time he la a senior 
and becomes manager he has shown defi¬ 
nitely whether he la capable of holding 
the position or not. In fart, the men in 
charge of tho sport are apt to find out 
by tho time he la through his freshman 
year whether he Is w'orth having. 

Tho whole trouble in the matter lies at 
the very start In selecting a man. Many 
men get places In certain colleges because 
of fraternity* Influence, or because of the 
friendship of somo man in the association 
for them. But even the most protected 
and petted candidate for a Job can hardly 
succeed In holding it if he proves himself 
Vo be inefficient. 

The graduates in charge of the sport 
will hardly permit a man to continue In 
the holding of a Job when It Is shown 
clearly that he la hurting the chances of 
the sport to achlevo a successful seasi n 
on Uie financial side. A bad manager ran 
work havoc with the finances of any 
team, and sometimes can put that team 
in such bad shape that It will take a 
couple of seasons to recover from It. 

It Is certainly necessary to use great 
care In selecting the man for a manager¬ 
ship, and how It can be done Is a hard 
problem. When a man first enters col¬ 
lege he does not always give the Indica¬ 
tions of ability which he may later de¬ 
velop. end undergraduates, although they 
have a fair judgment of their fellow-ttu- 
dente. are by jno means Infallible. 

They may by chance turn down tho 
very best man and put a man whose su¬ 
per Anal brilliancy Is such that he deludes 
them Ihtc the belief that he Is a good 
man for the place. They have to take 
those chance* because there Is no hard- 
and-faet rules by which the merits of u 
man may be determined In college any 
more than there Is In after life, ao far 
as the very first glance Is concerned. 

The bad feature is that if a man Is al¬ 
lowed to continue for two years tralnlnx 
for the position of manager and then 
proves himself to be Incompetent, the 
system and semionca Is broken up If he 
Is rejected eventually when he Is a suitor. 
And that la very bad thing. 

Tb- r^frpeHtlw* • vmeui of etlOOOltlg 
managers should not he based alone on 
the money collected, although that Is In¬ 
dicative of an ability to work hard. but. 
as the Crimson says, on the three points 
of executive ability, willingness to work 
and personality. The trouble Is with the 
qualification of peraonsllty. which cer¬ 
tainly doea permit of favoritism.

Career of the Noted Baseball Leader Who Died of Con¬ 
sumption At Denver—Regarded As One of the Best 
Judges of Balitossers. 


RANK O. SKF.LE. for twelve 
years manager of tho Boston 
National League baseball club 
and for three years manager of 
the Chicago Cuba, who died at tho Blks* 
home for oonaumptlvca at Denver. Col., 
after a long lllnosa, found It necessary 
to relinquish hla position In tho middle 
of the championship race In 1204. 

He turned the clvb over to Frank 
Chance, then captain, and yr*nt West 
In search ot aogie climate that might 
prove beneficial to hla health. While in 
Colorado he was Identified with bn a© - 
twill In the Western League as long as 
hla strength permitted, after which ha 
undertook to liandio a hotel for a short 
period, but his health was not sufficient 
to stand the strain and he soon gave that 
up.

Frank G 8 e!eo had been living In the 
Western Country alnoe he regained bis 
position as manager of the Chicago Na¬ 
tional League team In 1204. His health 
failed him that year and he was com* 
polled to seek the higher. altitudes of 
the Rockies. Much of the credit for ret¬ 
ting together the Cub team U due to the 
early effort* of -Solee. who was regarded 
as one of the best Judgea of young ball¬ 
players ever .connected with the gamo. 
When he took charge of the Chicago 
team In 1203 he got together over thirty 
young players from the different minor 
leagues of the country and In that way 
started the present team. He got 
Tinker In the original draft of players 
and kept weeding out and taking In young

N EW YORK, July 10.—^Special )—

pea red in all the Canuck papers a state¬ 
ment that Cartmell was very fortunate In 
the centuary dash by drawing the Inside 
position and blame Cartmeire luck for the 
defeat of Kerr. Of course nothing Is said 
about the other Johnny Atkins, Walker. 
And agaJn, another excuse is’ handed out 
for Kerr's defeat at the hand of the 
Louisville man In the 220 yards dash, and 
it is, that Kerr has been unable to re¬ 
gain his 2906 form. All right, let It go 
at that for a few minutes. 

Lost year Bobby Kerr left Canadian 
shores a long time before the starting of 
the Olymphlc games, lie competed In 
the British championships and won the 
100 and 2h) yard title*. Now, at home. In 
Canada, Bobby is looked upon as a won¬ 
der, and Indeed he is a good sprinter, 
but he is not the best In the world. He 
has a record of even time for the 100 and 
:21 s-5 for the furlong, so/you can see 
that Bobby can step some. Of course he 
had the drop on our boys last year, be¬ 
cause they hod no tryouts on English soil, 
and It takes time to become acclimated. 

Kerr has been in England sinoo the 1st 
of June. Walker competed in England <»n 
June 2. his first race being at the Abur- 
gavetmey games, In the 120 yards dash, 
Winning Ids heat in .12 1-5. and in the final 
heat he was licked, wlUi Walsh, of Dub¬ 
lin, first and Cmtahley. uf England, 
second, the time being :12 1-5. At the same 
meet Walker started in the 22v yards 
dash, and again lost, the cause being 
given as a slip of his foot at tho start. 

Cartmell appeared in England on Juno 
S and lrumeuiately left London and reg¬ 
istered at the "Eddington." New Brighton, 
arriving almost two week* later titan the 
Canadian and South African. Cartmell 
worked off his sea legs quickly and June 
12 started in tho handicap 100-yard dash 
at New Brighton, conceding six yards to 
•onto of the starters. He won the final 
heat In :10 1-6. 

On June 30. Cartmell and Walker met 
at the Crewe Alexander sports, twelve 
days after Cartmell landed, in a scratch 
event. Walkei* won the 100 by three 
inches and Cartmell was defeated In a 
level 300 yards dash by E. W Haley, of 
the Heme Hill Harriers In :32 1-6. Now, 
please bear this licking In mind 
It was about one week later. June 36, 
that Cartmell. Kerr and Walker met In 
an Invitation 100 at Wolverhampton. As 
will be shown. Cartmell kept Improving 
at a tremendous pace and so did the 
other two. for at the annual summer 
sports of the I^ondon Athletic club at 
Stamford Bridge, Kerr waded through the 
Invitation 100 like a whirlwind and also 
the handicap, which he won from scratch, 
and here let me nail the statement that 
he has not regained his 1908 form by 
stating that the athletic experts of Eng¬ 
land declared at this rtleetlng that Kerr 
was not penalised enough, that his form

MISSOURI LUTHERANS JOIN 
WITH GERMAN LUTHERANS. 


Separated Twenty-eight Years Ago 
Because of Rule Against Use 
of English Language 


Toledo. O.. July 10.—The Lutheran 
Synod of Missouri and other States to¬ 
day decided to merge Its Identity with 
the German Lutherap Synod, covering 
the United States. Canada and some 
foreign countries, from wdilch it aep- 
arated twenty-eight years ago. Rules 
of the German Synod against the use of 
the English language In service* or 
synod meetings, which brought about 
the separation, have been rescinded. 

There are 600.000 people Inyhe Ger¬ 
man Synod and about 25.000 in the 
Synod of Missouri, which also includes 
Mississippi. North Carollra. Virginia. 
West Virginia, Ohio, Pennsylvania. New 
York. Massachusetts. New Jersey. 
Michigan. Illinois, Wisconsin, Minna- 
stria and Indiana. The Missouri Synod 
will principally maintain its Identity by 
forming a separate district of the Ger¬ 
man Synod. The present action is sub¬ 
ject to ratification by a majority of the 
congregations Interested. 

The doctrinal paper of the synod, 
which 1* Its authoritative document, de¬ 
clares for complete separation Of 
Church and State In this connection, 
and criticizes the appointment of army, 
navy and congressional chaplains by 
the’Federal Government.

Time and Place of Tbeir 
Origin Shrouded inDoubt. 


ITALY BELIEVED TO HAVE BEST 
CLAIM ON THEM. 


IDEA THOUGHT TO HAVE COME 
FROM SARACENS. 


EARLY REFERENCES TO ’EM. 


The earliest direct mention of play- 
tnsr cards discovered so far la In the 
•’History of the City of Viterbo,*' say* 
the New York Telegraph. The author 
quotas CovcUuzso, who wrote about the 


end of the Fifteenth century. 

"In the year of 1379 was brought Into 
Viterbo the game of cards, which comes 
from the country of the Saracens and 
Is mlth them called nafb.'* 

It Is worthy of remark that Covelluz- 
«o did not write ut that date he men¬ 
tioned. hut a century later. In 1480, and 
It Is quite possible that he may have 
been mistaken In attributing the card* 
to Saracenic origin or may have elmply 
been quoting a popular tradition. The 
Saracens were familiar with nalbls. 
the predecessors of cards, hut they did 
not Invent the game of cards, of which 
naibia were only a part. 

Th* earliest date about which there 
can be no dispute at which playing 
cards are directly mentioned Wy a 
writer as a matter of his personal ex¬ 
perience la that discovered In the regis¬ 
ter of thd Court Treasurer of France. 
In the reign of Charles VI. The entry 
la under the date of February 1, 1392, 
as follows: 

"Given to Jacquemln Qrlngonneur. 
painter, for three packs of playing 
cards, in gold and various colors and 
ornamented with several devices, to 
carry before ?he I.ord our King, for his 
amusement. 36 role of Paris." 

This Is the foundation upon which is 
based the popular notion that playing 
cards were Invented for the amusement 
of a crazy French King Crimes have 
pointed out thnt the amount paid Is 
simply for the hand painting und deco¬ 


ration of tho ca ds. There is rothlng 
In the entry that gives ground for 
supposing that the cards themselves 
were new'. 

There are on exhibition to-day at the 
National Cttrmry in Paris what are 
supposed to be 17 of these cards that 
were painted for Charles VI.. and this 
has strengthened the Impression that 
they are the original model from which 
all playing cards have been copied. Un¬ 
fortunately for the fame of the exhibit. 
It ho* been proved that the cards shown 
In Pari* are really very fine Venetian 
tarok cards, and are part of an edition 
I made at least as late as 1426. 

• • • 

Not Mentioned By Many. 


During the 29 years that follow this 
date of the royal treasurer's (1392) lit¬ 
erature Is full of references to playing 
cards. Almost every author that men¬ 
tions games of gambling paraphernalia 
particularizes one or more game* of 
cards. But before that date no allusion 
ha* been found to a gam* that could 
be construed as a card game, although 
there are several writers who might 
reasonably bo expected to mention 
cards If they were acquainted with 
them. 

Hugh von Tymberg. who wrote in 
the second half nf the Thirteenth and 
the beginning of the Fourteenth cen¬ 
tury; Petrarch, who wrote In the first 


half of the Fourteenth century; Chau¬ 
cer. who wrote In tho second half of the 
Fourteenth century, made no mention 
of carda although in the writings of 
all of them there are references to 
gambling games and Implement*. 

In the Kscurlal Library there Is a 
manuscript composed by order of Don 
Alphonso the Wise, dated 1381. which 
gives the rules for a number of games, 
especially chess and dice, but doea not 
contain a word about carda. 

But one naturally asks if the earliest 
mention of cards 1* tf be found In the 
register of a royal treasurer of France, 
w here did cards oomo from If they were 
not a new thing to him? 

To go bnck a little. It Is w'ell known 
that there existed long before the date 
of any mention of playing cards a series 
of emblematic pictures called naibls, 
which were used by gypsies and others 
for the purpose of fortune-telling and 
sorcery. It Is probably these naJbis that 
were brought to Europe by the Sara¬ 
cens. and perhaps they were supposed 
to be of Haracenlc origin. 

• • • 

Their Probable Origin. 


Authorities seem to be pretty well 
agreed that toward the end of tho Four, 
teenth century some Inventive genius, 
probably a Venetian, selected a number 
of these nathls or plcturea. and added to 
them a series of numeral cards so as to 


convert them Into implements by which 
the excitement of chance and tho Inter- 
1 est of gumlng might be added to the 
naibls. 

The principal reason for assuming 
that cards originated In Italy and not 
In France Is that the names of the 
card 9 themselves and the names of the 
earliest known games played with them 
are all Italian, and that these Italian 
term* were carried all over Europe. If 
they were of Fronch origin tho nomen¬ 
clature might be expected to bo 
French . . . 

There la an abundant evidence that 
the playing card* which rapidly found 
their way all over Europe were made In 
Venice A* each country got to making 
Its own card* the emblems of the suits 
were changed to please the notional 
fancy, until there Is nothing left to¬ 
day of the original faith, charity. Jus¬ 
tice and fortitude which were repre¬ 
sented on t h*» first Italian packs. 

MIDSUMMER METEORS. 

(New York Herald.) 

Astronomers are expecting early dis¬ 
plays of the beautiful Perseld meteor* 
which illuminate the midsummer ektes. 
Among all the meteor stream* which pass 
through portion* of the earth’* atmos¬ 
phere that radiating from a point near 
i the constellation Perseus Is the principal 
and the must regular In Its conspicuous 


recurrence. They have been watched for 
centurtes and the period of their visibility 
Is extensive. Mr Denning, the English 
astronomer, who ha* long been most 11 - 
slduous in observing meteors, has report¬ 
ed straggler* of the great Perse id group 
from July 8 to August 22 , Though the 
stream Is more richly supplied with 
meteors In eomo parte of It* orbit than In 
others, the meteors are distributed quite 
continuously along an Immense ellipse 
traversed In about 130 years. 

The London scientific journal. Nature, 
points out that after the full moon of 
July 3 the sky will begin to exhibit a 
marked Increase in meteoric activity. The 
Perselds. Aquarlds and other showers will 
be visible about the middle of thla month, 
affording abundant material for vigilant 
ohnervars until the thtrd week In August 
While much attention hae been already 
given by astronomer* to these vast mete¬ 
oric streams. It Is still Important that 
observers should carefully note the ap¬ 
parent paths of all the brightest fireball* 
during the approaching display. 

A PROMISING YOUNG MUSICIAN.

When o mere baby and 
before ahe dould walk th* family noticed 
that the tot hummed a tune almost con¬ 
stantly, and as she grew older her talent 
developed. Last fall a visitor at their 
home rendered several selection* on the 
piano in the presence of the little girl. 
The Incident went unnoticed for a day or 
two when the family was surprised upon 
hearing the earne music again Issuing 
from the Instrument.

T HE geographical scope of big 
league baseball lias undergone 
a* many changes as the playing 
rules. Circuits have expanded 
and contracted and otherwise been ger¬ 
rymandered greatly since the first days of 
organised based. Railroad Jumps and the 
convenience of a city’s location as well as 
the population have to be considered in 
making up a circuit. They are the two 
most important factors In the make-up of 
of the present big league circuits—circuits 
which are compact and take in practically 
all of the desirable cities within reach. 
Five of the cltlea—New York. Boston. 
Philadelphia, Chicago and St Louts—are 
so desirable that they are In both leagues 
At least three other cities—Cincinnati. 
Cleveland and Pittaburg—probably could 
support two clubs and would have them 
were it not for the strictures of the peace 
compact 

The five cities of the first class, as they 
might be called, had a combined popula¬ 
tion of 7.6&6.604. according to the official 
census of iftOO Little wonder that they 
figure la both leagues St Louis was the 
smallest of the lot, with 675.000. not much 
bigger than Baltimore with Ha 508,000; yet 
8t Louis is a first-class ball town with 
two big league teams, while Baltimore has 
only one team and that In a minor league. 
That is one of the odd things about the 
geographical phase of the national game. 
Cincinnati. Detroit. Cleveland and Wash¬ 
ington all have smaller populations than 
Baltimore.

Louis. What changes there were before 
the final niftiug was made which narrow - 
ed the circuit down to these eleven! What 
reaching out and drawing back! What 
experimenting' 

The first big league was the old N»* 
tlot.al Association, which nourished from 
1871 to 1875 Inclusive and gave way to I 
the National League in 1876 Oth»'r big 
leagues have been or are the American 
Association, the American League and 
the short-lived Plavers’ League and 
Union Association Cities In them have 
been Boston. New York. Brooklyn. Phil- I 
adelphia, Pittsburg. Cincinnati. Chicago, 
Cleveland. St. Louis. Detroit, Balllifcore. ! 
Providence, Worcester. Hartford* MU- . 
waukee. Buffalo. Columbus, Troy. Wash- , 
Ington. Toledo. Richmond. Louisville, i 
Fort Wavnr. Rockford. Mansfield. New 
Haven. Syraeus*. Kansas City, Indian¬ 
apolis. Minneapolis. Altoona, and maybe < 
one or two others In the olden «fays I 
there wen* the Haymakers of Troy.

Big league geography' la botfnded on the 
west by the Kaw River, Kansas City !

A like Milwaukee and Min¬ 
neapolis was In the American League 
in 1890, but was dropped by that organisa¬ 
tion in order that it might expand and 
make its circuit a more ambitious one. 
in the present American Association all 
three have found a more natural Jevel 
Troy, with Its little 75,000— 1900 figures— ( 
was once a big league city, but has k.ng 
since been defunct as a major league 
town Worcester. Hartford. Providence. 
Buffalo. Louisville. Indianapolis, and 
numerous others have through the spread 
of the game and readjustment of lit cir¬ 
cuit passed through varying experiences 
and fetched up in other than major • 
leagues

The individual members of the Ms 
leagues are self-identifying nowadays, 
but it wasn't always so.

Washington and Vlr- 
c.r.jaa That arrangement lasted only a 
year Kansas City was In In 1885. with 
Buffalo out and St. Louis In. with Provt- 
dence out. The American Association had 
cut to eight cities in 1885. dropping Co¬ 
lumbus. Indianapolis. Toledo. Washington 
and Virginia 

The outlaw Union Association of 18$4 
ua» represented variously by Boston. Bal¬ 
timore. Philadelphia. Altoona. Washing¬ 
ton. St Louts. Cincinnati. Cleveland Chi¬ 
cago and Kansas City. It all but diel 
a-homin’ In May 1886, the National 
League and America*! Association were 
practically the tame as the year before. 
Buffalo and Syracuse were in the Inter¬ 
national League that year, with Newark. 
Providence. Jersey and Hartford, among 
others. In the Eastern League The East¬ 
ern League, therefore, lava some ctalm 
to antiquity Itself.

Milwaukee <which suc¬ 
ceeded Cincinnati). Philadelphia. Colum¬ 
bia and Washington- The Players’ League 
was In the arena that year with New 
York.

Cleve¬ 
land. Cincinnati. Philadelphia. Washing¬ 
ton. Chtrafo. Bt Lout* apd Baltimore. 
Derroft had Join»id hand* with the West- 
ern League and rema'ned In somewhat 
obscure company until the American 
Txigue sprang into life a lusty infant 
Until 1$W the National League retained Its 
twelve-club circuit. In that year it was 
reduced to eight—Pittsburg. St Louis, 
Cincinnati.

1|00 wbs: Buffalo. Chicago. Cleveland. 

Kansas City, Min¬ 
neapolis and Milwaukee Merely a step, 
ping stone, that layout, to broader thing* 
for the Johnsonian organisation. Buffalo. 
Indianapolis. Kansas City nnd Minneap¬ 
olis were put aside In 1801; Boston. Balti¬ 
more. Washington and Philadelphia were 
taken In. That was the circuit In 1902. 
except that Milwaukee got ihe mitten 
aj)d Baltimore was wooed and wop. Balti¬ 
more, however, remained only a short 
while. In 1SKC she was no longer an 
American Leaguer. New York was taken 
Into the fold that year, and since then 
there have been no changes Y>t the day 
may not be far off when there will be 
further changes. For Instance a war 
measure might find the big leaguers 
branching out again. 

After all. first principles have been re¬ 
turned to in the habitations that have 
come to be the headquarters for big 
league baseball to live, move and have 
ltd being. Of the eleven cities now* form-1 
ing the major circuit all of none—New 
York. Philadelphia. Chicago. Boston. 
Cleveland. Washington. Chicago. Cin¬ 
cinnati and St. Louis— wer* centers of 
activity In the old National Association 
period of over thirty year* ago. But in 
that time what changes as well a* ups 
nnd downs’ Truly, when the full history 
of the game Is written that port of it 
that deals only with Us development from 
the standpoint of tho cities Involved will 
form a voluminous and pregnant chapter.
